Somerville, N. J:, Nov. 27 (By A. P.). 
Mrs. Frances Noel Stevens Hali went 
to the witness stand today to add her 


denial to that of her brothers, Henry | 
and William Stevens, of any knowledge | 
of the slaying of her husband, the Pev. 
Edward W. Hall, and Mrs. Eleanor R. 
Mills. 

Over a period of two hours she told 
of her confident belief that her hus- 
band was faithful to her and denied 
emphatically that she ever knew that 
he was carrying on a clandestine cor- 
respondence with Mrs. Mills, a choir 
singer in his church. 

Cross-examination had just begun 
when the court was adjourned until 
Monday and Mrs. Hall will resume the 
stand with the opening of the final 
week of the trial. She testified for one 
hour and 42 minutes on direct exami- 
nation and had answered the questions 
of Special Prosecutor Simpson for only 
18 minutes when the hour for adjourn- 
ment arrived. 

“It'll take me quite some time,” said 
Simpson when asked by the court now 
long his cross-examination would re- 
quire. Three or four minor defense 
witnesses were to follow the defendant 
to the witness stand and indications 
were that the defense: case would be 
closed Monday about noon. 


May Go to Jury Wednesday. 


The State’s rebuttal will follow with 
a possibility that the case will be given 
to the jury not later than Wednesday. 

Mrs. Hall was calm as she testified. 
She spoke in a firm but low voice. 
Photographers were excluded from the 
courtroom by an order from the bench 
issued yesterday... A photographer’s 
camera was seized and he was ejected 
on Mrs. Hall’s objection, and the testi- 
mony was resumed. 

The defendant began her recital with 
the assertion that she was born in 
Aiken, S. C., 52 years ago. She said 
she taught a Sunday school class in 
the Church of St. John the Evangelist, 
of which the Rev. Mr. Hall was pastor, 
although she was a communicant of 
Christ Church. In 1911, she married 
Mr. Hall, explaining, in reply to a 
question as to any differences in ages, 
that she was seven years older than her 
husband. 

She declared that throughout their 
married life and at the time of his 
death, September 14, 1922, Mr. Hall was 
a devoted husband. She noticed no 
change in his attitude toward her, she 
said, and that she never suspected 
there had been an exchange of letters 
between Mrs. Mills and her husband 
other than correspondence on church 
subjects. 

Mrs. Clark Also Active. 


Mrs. Mills was a ‘devoted church 
worker, Mrs. Hall said, adding that Mrs. 
Minna Clark was perhaps as active. 
Mrs. Clark has been charged by the 
State with reporting to Mrs. Hall the 
intimacy between Mr. Hall and Mrs. 
Mills, an@ has been arrested as an 
accessory in the case. 

Recalling a time in February, 1922, 
when Mrs. Mills became sick, Mrs. Hall 
testified that she took her to the hos- 
pital in her automobile, visited her 
there and drove her home when she 
left the hospital. She said that she 
paid. a portion of the hospital bill. 

Reaching the night of September 14, 
1922, when Mr. Hall and Mrs. Mills 
were killed, Mrs. Hall’s account of her 
husband’s departure from their home 
for the last time between 7 and 7:30 
o’clock agreed with other descriptions 
given in the case, that he left with the 
explanation that he was going to see 
about the “Mills’ bill,” referring to a 
hospital account.

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VESUVIUS EMITS FIRE; 
LAVA 1S NEARING VALLEY 


New Eruptive Cone Hurling’ 
Incandescent Material 200 
Feet Into Air. 


PRAYERS BY PEASANTS 


Naples, Nov. 27 (By A. P.).—Vesuvius 
is again aroused. 

A lava column 6 feet deep and 20 
feet in width is flowing from the huge 
mouth of the crater. The mount re- 
sumed violent activities today, and the 
column. of steaming molten fluid to- 


night had attained more than 1,500 
meters, destroying all vegetation in its 
path, and was moving with unusual 
speed down the side of the mountain. 

Simultaneously a new eruptive cone, 
about 200 feet in diameter, was hurling 
skyward huge masses of incandescent 
material and showers of heavy flaming 
cinders, while deep, ominous rumblings 
were punctuated by violent inner ex- 
plosions, heard for many miles. 

A gigantic column of enflamed smoke 
studded with enormous sparks belch- 
ing forth presented a magnificent and 
awe-inspiring spectacle not often seen 
in recent years. 

Prof. Malladra, head of the royal ob- 
servatory, passed most of last night and 
a large part of today studying the phe- 
nomenon, and he gave assurances that 
there was no immediate danger as the 
lava was moving at a speed guarantee- 
ing its rapid solidification. Neverthe- 
less the residents of the’ hill towns are 
maintaining a sleepless vigil because 
of the dreaded power of Vesuvius 
which is respected almost religiously 
here as “The Mountain,” like some 
deity.

Maidstone, England, Nov. 27 (By A. 
P.)—The Stella Maris murder trial, 
which stirred unusual interest in Eng- 
land, because of the social prominence 
of those involved, ended today with 
the acquittal of Alphonse F. A. Smith 
of charge of slaying his friend, John 
Thomas Derham, last August. 

A storm of applause, cheers and sobs 
from the women spectators drowned 
some hooting when the verdict was 
announced and Smith was sentenced 
to twelve months’ imprisonment on a 
minor indictment for carrying arms 
with the intent to endanger life. 

When the pent-up emotions of this 
unusually dramatic trial were released, 
women jumped to their feet and waved 
handerchiefs while several collapsed 
and had to, be carried out of the court- 
room. 

Smith, who was charged with killing 
his friend in a fit of jealousy over 
the attentions Derham was alleged to 
have been paying Mrs. Smith, main- 
tained the imperturbability that he 
displayed throughout the trial, al- 
though he glared fiercely at Judge Sir 
Horace Avory when sentence on the 
pistol-carrying charge was pronounced. 
He said nothing as he was taken to his 
cell. 

Mrs. Smith appeared at the court 
with a man early in the day, but did 
not enter the room. When she was 
told that her husband had been ac- 
quitted of the murder charge, she ex- 
claimed: 

“Oh, that’s splendid! I had a won- 
derful letter from my husband this 
morning. Of course it will mean that 
we shall come together again.”

New plans of procedure will have to 
be initiated by Atlee Pomerene and 
Owen J. Roberts, the government’s 
special counsel in the Fall-Doheny con- 
spiracy case, if Justice Hoehling does 
not permit them at this time to intro- 
duce as evidence the testimony which 
Albert B. Fall and Edward L. Doheny 
gave to the Senate oll lease investigat- 
ing committee. But the government’s 
case against the defendants will be 
prosecuted with sustained vigor, irre- 
spective of the ruling which the judge 
will make when court meets tomorrow 
at 9:30. 

Pending this decision, it is permis- 
sible to outline what its significance 
will be to both sides and how it will 
affect the future course of the trial. 

If the testimony is admitted—and 
both Mr. Roberts and Mr. Pomerene 
confidently hope that it will be—the 
prosecution will have established a 
bridge or span by means of which they 
will seek to connect the $100,000 Iqan 
to Fall with the oil contracts and 
leages. Doheny’s voluntary testimony 
before the committee will be read to 
the jury and will show that he went 
to Blair & Co., in New York, had his 
son cash a check for $100,000, let his 
son keep the currency and asked him 
to deliver it to Fall.

KILLED, 1926 RECORD 


Season’s List of Severely 
Injured Exceeds 50, 
Reports Show.

New York, Nov. 27.—Eight players 
died as the result of injuries playing 
football and more than half a hundred 
were severely hurt in the season that 
came to a close today, but the casualty 
list is considerably lighter than a year 
ago. Last season 20 were killed, but 


the badly injured did not reach the 


50 mark. 

The list of those hurt on fields in 
the Eastern quarter of the country 
numbers well above 200 names, but of 
this number only slightly more than 
50 received major injuries. A major 
injury is considered one that kept the 
player off the field for at least three 
weeks, made it necessary to remove him 
to a hospital, or one that meant a 
fracture or a break of some bone. 

Three years ago more than one player 
died on the football field, but this year 
such a thing did not occur.

Political absolution for errant mem- 
bers is to be extended by Republican

granted general. amnesty. 

Republican leaders who are taking 8 
leading part in the pacification of all 
the discordant elements within the 
party said yesterday that a program, 
designed to carry out in a peaceful 
way the steps which Mr. Frear sought 
to gain by force, was already under 
way and would not be helped or in- 
jured by the letter that the Wisconsin 
representative had written. 

There was, indeed, some apparent re- 
sentment that Mr. Frear, who is not 
the leader of the House “outlaws,” had 


injected himself into the situation. 
Although the harmony plan is one 


in which both the Senate and House 
are interested, details of the settlement 
which will be made with the House 
Progressives will be left in the hands 
of the committee on committees—com- 
posed of one member from each State— 
and Republican members said yester- 
day that.details of the peace settlement 
had not yet been evolved. 

The problem in the House is, of 
course, a decidedly more complicated 
one, both because the men involved 
are’ more numerous than is the case 
in the Senate and the readjustment of 
committees much greater.

Expected in Jam of 
Legislation.

LAW UP IN SENATE 


Public Utilities Bill Awaits 
Signature to Become Law; 
Gasque Outlook Doubtful.

Aside from four or five important 
pending measures, its annual allotment 
of appropriations and another “ex- 
haustive” to-do about the traction sit- 
uation, the District government will 
have little at stake in the coming short 
sescion of Congress. 

The city will have the entertainment 
for three months of the members and 
their wives and will be interested in 
the lawmaking body’s national doings, 
but after the Congress has gone it will 
be subject locally to the same rules and 
regulations, prohibitions and inhibi- 
tions—verily, the same mode of living. 

Representative Gibson’s investigating 
subcommittee will throughout the ses- 
sion be prying here and there with a 
view to oiling the local governmental 
machinery, in some places to put new 
parts, but it is unlikely that a program 
will be formulated this session, cer- 
tainly not in time for action. 


Touch Citizens’ Pocketbook. 


There are only two pending meas- 
ures which touch at the average citi- 
zen’s pocketbook, and no more in sight. 
Of these, the bill modifying the Bor- 
land act so as to relieve abutting prop- 
erty owners of the cost of street resur- 
facing will be passed. It has been 
passed by the House and awaits action 
on the Senate calendar. 

The other measure, that by Chair- 
man Zihlman of the House District 
committee, providing for a survey of 
Federal and District property holdings 
on which their fiscal relationship might 
be based, and which might result in 
a lessened tax burden on local folk, has 
about as much chance of passage as 
the proverbial dog that pursued the 
asbestos-endowed cat. 

There are, all told, about 70 meas- 
ures which have not been acted upon 
by either house. What is more, the 
great majority of them will never be. 
They cover every conceivable subject, 
the bulk of no conceivable interest..to 
anyone save their sponsor, and often 
of little interest to him. They pre the 
vast output of ideas, half-baked and 
otherwise, from which the worthwhile 
proposals must be culled. 

There are hardly more than ten that 
will receive any consideration at all. 


New Utilities Bill Soon Law. 


First of all, it is to be seen that the 
bill creating a new public utilities com- 
mission, already passed, is signed by 
the House and Senate presiding officers 
and then sent to the President. 

Then, on the Senate side, Senator 
Capper, chairman of the Senate Dis- 
trict committee, wants to get the Bor- 
land bill out of the way as soon as pos- 
sible.

WILSON'S FIELD GOAL 
ATTEMPT GOES WIDE 


Shapley Leads Annapolis to 
Even Break Near End; Cagle 
West Point Star. 


Soldiers Field, Chicago, Ill., Nov. 27 
(By A. P.).—In as throbbing, sensa- 
tional a struggle as any gridiron has 
ever seen, the stalwart elevens of the 
Army and Navy battled into the dark- 
ness today to a 21-21 tie before a 
throng of 110,000 spectators, the great- 
est and most colorful outpouring in 
American football history. 

Coming to the middle West for the 
first time to play the star parts in a 
dramatic spectacle that has had few 
parallels in the annals of any sport, the 
Midshipmen and Cadets supplied a 
smashing climax to it with a pulse- 
stirring fight for high stakes. It was 
a tussle of titans. that ebbed and flow- 
ed with first one, then the other eleven 
ascendant. 

For sheer thrills, it has never been 
surpassed in the long record of. Army- 
Navy battles and, heartbreaking though 
it was to rival hopes of triumph, there 
was something of poetic justice to the 
fact that honors were divided at the 
finish between these fighting forces. 


Wilson’s Kick Fails Army. 


The final score was a fair division of 
the spoils of this record-breaking grid- 
iron conflict, but it was the Army 
that came nearest to triumph as the 
warring forces struggled through to the 
finish in a pall of darkness that made 
the players and the play almost in- 
distinguishable. 

Counter attacking in the last few 
minutes of the game after Alan Shap- 
ley had rushed to the Navy’s rescue to 
score the touchdown, and Tom Hamil- 
ton had kicked the tying point, West 
Point headed for the middle goal in a 
last desperate charge. 

Harry Wilson, blond ace of the Cadet 
backfield, who had shared the brunt 
of the attack most of the afternoon 
with the fleet Keener Cagle, led this 
final onslaught, carrying the ball al- 
most single-handed in a succession of 
dazzling dashes to within striking dis- 
tance of the Navy goal. But when the 
Annapolis line held at last on its own 
18-yard line and pushed back the 
Cadet charge, Wilson failed in his last 
resource, an attempted field goal from 
the 25-yard mark. 

The kick from placement, with Hard- 
ing holding the ball, went wide as the 
mighty throng stood, stilled in stirring 
suspense. Echoed then a roaring cheer 
from the blue coated brigade of mid- 
shipmen and the last real chance of 
breaking the deadlock had gone. 

Many Rallies to Defense. 

With the end in sight in the gather- 
ing gloom, Army advanced a short dis- 
tance around midfield before being 
forced to punt. Then Murrell, Army 
full back, intercepted a forward pass 
well into Navy territory, but the final 
whistle blew as he was tackled on the 
35-yard line. The defense of the Navy, 
in the final analysis, was equal to the 
task of warding off possible defeat, 
just as its offense, in an earlier crisis, 
had rallied in the same period to square 
the count. 

The vast and notable throng that 
filled the far-flung reaches of the 
newly dedicated stadium fringing the 
front of Lake Michigan came in expec- 
tation of a sensational battle, but its 
highest hopes were far exceeded by the 
battle waged beyond the Alleghenies 
for the first time. 
They saw what seemed an irresistible 
Navy attack sweep into a two-touch- 
down lead in the early Stages of the 
game on the wings of a dazzling aerial 
drive, engineered by Tom Hamilton and 
punctuated by the dashing runs of 
Bruce Caldwell. 
As swiftly, in turn, they saw the 
Army fling its regulars into the fray 
to replace the tottering reserves who had 
Started the game as a strategic move 
that failed of its purpose. Strengthened, 
then, with Wilson, Cagle and Murrell 
carrying the burden of attack, the 
spectators saw the Cadets launch a 
counter drive that swept them back 
on even terms, then carried them to 
the front in-the third period as Cagle 
swept 42 yards to a touchdown. 

Navy Sub Fumbles Punt. 
The costliest and only outstanding 
“break” of the game—a fumbled punt 
by Ransford, substitute Navy full back, 
that was converted into a touchdown 
by the alert Army end, Harbold—con- 
tributed the second touchdown of the 
cadets. This was really the climax of 
a twin stroke of misfortune for the 
Middies because Ransford’s presence in 
the game was due to an injury that put ~ 
Caldwell, the most formidable Annapo- 
lis ball carrier, out of the game altd- 
gether in the second period. 
It might have been a different story 
with Caldwell in his regular role but 
the Navy was undaunted, anyway, as 
it fought its way to the third and final 
touchdown’ of the game in the final 
quarter.

Draft of Merger Bill 
for Congress. 


A further reduction in electric ‘light 
rates, amounting to one-half a cent per 
kilowatt hour on the primary rate, may 
be looked for effective the first of the 
year, it was said yesterday. 


Attaches of the public utilities com- 
mission have been at work in conjunc- 
tion with accountants of the Potomac 
Electric Power Co. to asertain profits 
of the company for the current year 
in excess of the 74% per cent on valua- 
tion permitted by the commission. 

The investigation has been concluded 
and its results are ready to be reported 
to the commission this week. The 
amount of excess net income was not 
made public, but it is said to be ap- 
proximately $800,000. 


Company to Retain Excess. 


Under the agreement between the 
commissfon and the company for vol- 
untary reductions when profits mount, 
the company will retain the excess in- 
come, but one-half of its sum will be 
made the basis for rate reduction for 
1927. 

It is said a reduction estimated to 
amount to $400,000 probably will con- 
sist of a 6% cent primary rate, for 
each of the first 25 kilowatt hours used 
monthly by each consumer, and a fur- 
ther reduction, either in the 4 cent sec- 
ondary rate, for current used in excess 
of 25 kilowatt hours, or by a reduction 
'of the number of hours charged at the 
| primary rate, thus slightly reducing 
ithe average rate per kilowatt hour.

records with its 57 hops averaging 433 | 
miles each, including the famous 900- | 
mile stretch from Attu island to Para- 
mashiru island in the Kuriles group 
owned by Japan. 


Preparations. 


The South American flight is con- 
sidered. by aero experts, because of the 
dangers to be encountered and also 
because of the commercial, political 
and military aspects involved, to be 
quite comparable in importance to the 
world fiight. Preparations for it have 
been quietly going forward for three 
years, since it has been requisite to ob- 
tain a mass of meteorological and geo- 
graphical or physical facts, not to men- 
tion diplomatic data. 


The South American route has been 
surveyed in advance in the last year 
by the redoubtable Lieut. James H. 
Doolittle, famed in the air service be- 
cause he belies his name; he is always 
doing something. In South America, 
it is understood, he has obtained valu- 
able flying information at first hand 
for the benefit of his fellow officers. 

Lieut. Doolittle was the first Amer- 
ican and the second pilot in the world 
to accomplish the marvelous fiying 
feat of crossing the lofty Andes moun- 
tain range at an altitude of 34% miles. 
He made the 730-mile flight on Sep- 
tember 2, from Santiago de Chile, on 
the Pacific side, to Buenos Aires, on 
the Atlantic, in six hours, suffered tor- 
tures from the altitude, and landed in 
his 175-mile-an-hour pursuit ship with 
just 2 gallons of gasoline left. Capt. 
Castroy of Chile, was the only one of 
three to survive and make the trip 
last year. 

But the big kick of this flight was 
the plucky Jimmy had fallen 12 feet 
from a platform at Santiago, where he 
was assembling his plane, and had 
broken ankles and leg bones. After 
four weeks in plaster casts, he had the 
cast above his left knee taken off, con- 
trived rudder bar devices to steer his 
plane and then did some exhibition 
flights at Santiago, after which he flew 
to La Paz, Bolivia, on a test over part 
of the Andes, taking his crutches along 
in machine gun sockets. 

In the same fashion 
he flew to Buenos Aires, crutches with 
him, over the snow-covered jagged 
peaks, where a landing meant death, 
and lived te tell the tale. It was in 
the course of all these things that | 
Jimmy Doolittle, and of the stuff that 
is in him is the army air service made, 
gathered some of his information for 
the officers who are to fly around the 
entire continent. An assignment is an

Making It “Safe.” 


The constant endeavor in the advance 
arrangements has been to make the 
filght as safe physically as it is hu- 
manly possible to do. Extra parts for 
the five planes, stocks of oil and gaso- 
line and other needful materials have 
been placed at depots 25 flying hours 
apart around the entire coastline of the 
“908 and up through the West 
naies, 


The army air service in this under- 


taking is standing on its own legs, 50 
to speak, for it is to have no assistance 
from the United States navy, as wag 
the case on the world flight, when over 
part of the route cruisers and destroy- 
ers stood by to give aid in emergency, 
carry supplies and provide radio com- 
munication. 

The navy, according to stage whis- 
pers at Washington, got just a bit fed 
up on the world flight, seeming to feel 
that the army got all the credit. It was 
declared good-naturedly by naval of- 
ficers that the world fiight never could 
have been a real success without the 
aid of the navy. The army smilingly 
countered by declaring the navy was 
“all wet’—that their ships weren't 
really necessary, and that any number 
of people around the world thought it 
must be a naval flight, so largely had 
the navy insinuated itself into the pic- 
ture. 

So that was that. When the final 
decisions were reached on the South 
American flight, the army announced it 
would do its stuff with the Loening 
amphibian planes without any -naval 
cooperation and thanks for the buggy 
ride in 1924! 


Maj. Dargue in Charge. 


The eter officer of the flight 
is Maj. Herbert A. Dargue, who was 
born in Brooklyn 40 years ago and who 
was graduated from West Point in 
1911. He has had a crowded and bril- 
liant career in the army and he held 
the rank of lieutenant colonel in the 
air service from 1918 to 1920. He was 
a distinguished graduate of the com- 
mand and general staff school in 1924 
and lately has been on duty in the 
office of the chief of air corps at Wash- 
ington as assistant chief, training and 
war plans division. 

Other officers chosen for the flight 
are Capt. Arthur M. McDaniel, Capt. 
Ira C. Eaker, Capt. Clinton F. Woolsey, 
First Lieut. Bernard 5. Thompson, First 
Lieut. Leonard D. Weddington, First 
Lieut. Charles McK. Robinson, First 
Lieut. Muir 8. Fairchild, First Lieut. 
Ennis C. Whitehéad and First Lieut. 
‘John W. Benton. Nearly all of them 
are college or military school men and 
all kave had records fully justifying 
their selection.

poration, New York city, for the gov- 
ernment, and capable of landing and 
taking off either on water or terra 
firma, are to be employed for the long 
trip over the Latin-American terri- 
tories of the western hemisphere. They 
have been designed, built and equipped 
with the most meticulous care for their 
grilling duty. The army aviation chiefs 
hope and expect to bring all five of 
these planes back intact from the 
flight, whereas only two of the original 
four planes of the world flight circum- 
navigated the globe. 

Because of the troubled state of the 
rest of the earth, economically and po- 
litically; because of the tremendous 
renaissance of commercial and military 
aviation since 1918 and its meaning in 
world events, and also because of the 
delicate international situation in the 
Pacific, in Asia and as between the 
European nations, the South American 
flight by the United States army from 
first to last will be the cynosure of the 
initiated eyes of the world. 


Armament Race on Again. 


In big business, in high finance and 
in national chancelleries, there is no 
attempt made to blink the real inter- 
national situation. The big arena is 
once more becoming an armed camp, 
England is supplying guns and millions 
of rounds of ammunition to Turkey. 
In the Scandinavian countries, armored 
tanks are being built for delivery to 
the Near East. The prize there is oil 
and all that oil means. 


Armored tanks and armored dispatch 
cars of great speed are being built in the 
United States, some for European de- 
livery, some for South America. Japan 
is arming to the teeth and importing 
shiploads of war materials from the 
United States and from Europe. She is 
striving to make herself supreme in 
military aviation. France has just or- 
dered 600 new fighting airplanes. There 
are to be new economic and military 
alignments. 

The world flight of 1924 was success- 
fully undertaken and executed, not as 
a great flying “stunt,” but for a serious 
military purpose. It proved that Amer- 
ican fighting planes could fly from 
Alaskan territory down over the Aleu- 
tians and thence over the Pacific into 
the Far' Eastern archipelagoes and to 
the China sea and the Yellow sea, over 
which lie important lines of communi- 
cation with the Asiatic mainland. 

An American officer with the. world 
flight was at a “party” in Japan to cel- 
ebrate the safe arrival on Nipponese 
soil. A slightly tight Japanese naval 
officer, speaking as one brother in arms 
to another, said to the American: 

“We knew what you were doing, of 
course, and we sent out a squadron of 
warships several hundred miles, one of 
them a theoretical airplane carrier, to 
see whether we might intercept you. 
We did.” 


Americans Saw Them First. 
“Yes,"’ responded the American smil- 
ingly, ‘“‘we know you did. We saw you, 
and we saw you first.” 
This interesting incident was, 
course, afterward reported at 


of 
Wash- 


ington. ! 

The South American flight will per- 
haps be undertaken with just as inter- 
pen. = objectives respecting flying pos- 
sibilities, since the United States is 
the protector and champion of the 
Latin-American nations under the 
Monroe doctrine. The future great thea- 
ter of international world movements, 
biological, economic and military, lies 
in the Pacific. 


Events in the next ten years may 
be determined by American flying skill, 


flying equipment and fiying informa- 
tion as pertaining to the entire west- 
ern hemisphere. For the benefit of 
neighbor nations and of the United 
States, much of enormous value will 
be learned by circumnavigating South 
America with airplanes. This merely 
means that the United States intends 
to overlook no avenues of approach and | 
no means of defense, should a time of! 
national emergency arise. Pursuing | 
the subject further would be against | 
sound public policy. 

The main ostensible purposes of the 
undertaking are to strengthen the 
amicable relations between the member 
republics of the Pan-American Union, 
to demonstrate the feasibility of aerial 
transportation and communication 
between these widely separated nations, 
and finally to subject the amphibian 
airplanes to severe service over both 
land and water. In addition, of course, 
there are the purely military phases of 
the expedition, which the sophisticated 
of the world’s capitals will be prone 
to connect with diplomacy, for fairly 
obvious reasons, but which no Ameri- 
can government authority would dream 
of publicly discussing. 


The South American. flight will be 
a means of collecting a mass of tremen- 
dously valuable and highly interesting 
scientific data, and it will be a moving 
experience for the ten fiying officers 
participating in its thrills and tribu- 
lations. Undoubtedly they will have 
plenty of both. 

Each duralumin metal plane, with a 
pair of fore-and-aft cockpits and dual 
controls, will be powered with a 
400-h.p. inverted Ford Liberty engine, 
the same kind of engine which ac- 
complished the world flight for the 
Douglas Air Cruisers built at Santa 
Monica. The cost of one of the planes, 
exclusive of engine, is $28,000. 

The Loening amphibian plane, de- 
veloped under the auspices and thor- 
ough inspection of the army air service, 
represents one of the most progressive 
recent steps in aviation. It has wheels 
as well as a boat-like body, enabling it 
to alight equally well on land or wa- 
ter. Of light draft in water, it may be 
taxied ashore and up and over sandy 
beaches wherever there is not too heavy 
a surf, although in tests it has shown 
great seaworthiness. 

No effort will be made to attain speed 
records on the flight, stops being ar- 
ranged to permit the personnel of the 
expedition to visit the national capli- 
als of the countries on the itinerary. 

is will afford opportunity for the ex- 
amination of the planes by observers 
interested in commercial and military 
aeronautics. <A large market is likelv 
to be opened in South America, where 
landing fields are relatively few, for the 
amphibian type of planes, since the 
Loening idea, as developed for the gov- 
ernment, has marked advantages over 
the individual seaplane or strictly land 
plane. 


Route of the Fliers. 


The route will carry the fliers from 
southern Texas down over Mexico and 
into the Central American countries, in- 
cluding revolutionary Nicaragua, in 
which it is hoped any forced landings 
may be avoided, since it would be dif- 
ficult to tell what government might 
be in power when the flight arrived 
and whether the planes might be with- 
in the lines of the “ins” or of the 
“outs.” 

On the west coast of South America 
there are political troubles also in Ecua- 
dor, after the flight from the Panama 
Canal Zone down through Colombia, 
and care must be exercised at that 


point. The fliers do not . the

thought of having fancy pot shots 
taken at them when flying low, by emo- 
tional soldiers that might mistake them | 
for enemy air raiders. 

The itinerary will continue down 
through Peru and Chile, and thence a | 
short cut will. be taken across the 
southern tip of the continent, north of 
the Straits of Magellan, to the east 
coast. This is expected to prove the 
most hazardous part of the entire jour- 
ney, because of the not infrequently 
atrocious weather conditions. 

For flying it is not a pleasant coun- 
try south of the Trans-Andine railway 
line to Buenos Aires, and if the fliers 
should pass over Tierra del Fuego, the 
fabled “land of fire” in song and story, 
they might conceivably find themselves 
at the mercy of the ferocious savage in- 
habitarits, who have long had a reputed 
dietary fondness for broiled missionary 


and boiled navigator. 

They suggest the excellent lines in- 
stantly delivered by Gilbert, of Gilbert 
and Sullivan fame, when a contempo- 
rary challenged him in a London club; 
to work the words “cassowary” and 
“Timbuctoo” into a rhyme: 


“If I were a cassowary in Tim- 
buctoo, 

I’d eat a missionary and his hymn 
book, too.” 


Even Birds a Danger. 


Since the South American flight will 
largely follow the coastlines of the 
countries visited along the Pacific and 
Atlantic oceans, army pilots are un- 
likely to meet-cannibals elsewhere, al- 
though in certain areas their progress 
will be wonderingly followed by wild 
and uncouth and possibly dangerous 
spectators, including both men and 


beasts. In the southern coastwise parts 
of the continent they may vie in the! 
air with the now nearly extinct alba- 
tross, the greatest of sea birds, speci- 
mens of which have measured twelve 
feet from tip to tip of their wings. An 
airplane would be wrecked and its oc- 
cupants killed if it were to collide in 
air with one of these birds. In the 
tropical countries, where the air is 
alive with the heavy and slow soaring 
condors and buzzards, which as scaven- | 
gers are protected by law, a plane might 
easily be incapacitated for flight and 
brought to a forced landing through a 
collision with one of them. 


The planes will pass over countries 
where live wild men and women who 
wear but a single garment and who 
hunt with and defend themselves with 
primitive weapons such as bows, poi- 
soned arrows, spears, stone daggers and 
slings. There are.such folk, encoun-" 
tered by the writer in Brazil who are so/| 
simple and naive and of such pristine 
wildness that they have not learned 
from civilization how to lie or steal, 
who have never seen or heard a firearm, 
or seen &@ camera, a locomotive, a 
steamer or an airplane* and who, no 
doubt, would be thrown into panic at 
sight of five aircraft -rodring overhead. 


Seeing the Countries. 


The fliers will visit Buenos Aires, 
capital of Argentina and the Chicago 
of South America, with its population 
of 2,000,000, a mighty and beautiful 
metropolis of boulevards and subways, 
of wealth and fashion, where electric 
trolley cars were in operation long be- 
fore New York had them. They will 
enjoy the delights of what many world 
travelers consider the world’s most 
magnificently beautiful capital, only 
slightly less in population than Buenos: 
Aires, the far-famed Rio de Janeiro, 
largest city of Brazil, the largest and 
most populous country of South 
America. 


The first flying exhibition ever held 
in South America was that at Rio de 
Janetro fifteen years ago, when five 
Bleriot type monoplanes were brought 
ashore from the 8. S. Vasari, of the 
Lamport & Holt jline, from New York, 
The expedition was headed by that 
great pioneer pilot, Roland Garros, and 
among his associates were Audemars 
and Rene Simon. There was no land- 
ing fleld; so they used the track of the 
Rio de Janeiro Jockey club. 

In landing their filmsy planes on 
that narrow runway between fences 
they tore the wings from two in the 
writer’s presence, Garros, an ace of 
aces in those days, never had an acci- 
dent at Rio, and he flew above the 
‘mountaing, the great bay and the city. } 
The president of the repnblic gave him 
a@ $20,000 prize for his daring efforts in 
a plane which was flimsily built and 
powered’ with a little Gnome motor. 
Curiously, those early planes were built 
by Grover C.' Loening, whose efficient 
new amphibians are used on the pres- 
ent flight. 


Return to Home Soil. 


The flight will touch at the principal 

rts up the 5,000-mile stretch of the 
Brazilian coast line -until it reaches 
Para at the mouth of ‘the mighty Ama- 
zon. Then it will cut through the 
northern countries of the continent, 
and from Venezuela it will head across 


to the West Indies, to Cuba, and thence 


|over Hayti, Santo Domingo and return 


to American soil at Porto Rico, whence 
it will wing its way to the Florida 
mainland on its way back home. 

When this article was written the 
State Department had requested the 
various countries on the route of the 
flight for permission to fly over their 
territory. Favorable replies had been 
received from most of them, but an- 
nouncement was made that until for- 
mal permission had been granted by al! 
of the countries the War and State De- 
partments deemed it discourteous to 
make known the detailed route of the 
flight. 

On the mechanical side of the un- 
dertaking, the South American flight 
has been made possible by the inven- 
tion and development of the amphib- 
ian machine by Grover C. Loening, 
president of the corporation which 
bears his name. These aircrafts are 
used by both the navy and the army 
and the entire output of his enlarged 
factory has virtually been preempted 
by the government for a long time to 
come. 

The virtue of the amphibian is that 
it endows the airplane with the facility 
of landing and starting anywhere, 
thereby making it a vehicle for uni- 
versal usage. 


Stirring Up Excitement. 


There is a limitation to other types 
of planes, especially for such an am- 
bitious project as the flight around 
South America. Seaplanes are unfit 
for use over land and land airplanes 
are unfit and dangerous for use over 
water. Governmental authorities be- 
lieve this has delayed the progress of 
commercial aviation. One of the pur- 
.poses of the trip will therefore be to 
demonstrate at home and for the first 
time to Latin-American neighbors of 
the United States, who have lagged in 
commercial flying, just what the possi- 
bilities are of the amphibian type in 
regions where they would find the 
highest usefulness.

Maiden Flight Is Made 
By Air Flagship New York 


San Antonio, Tex., Nov. 27 (By A. P.). 
The New York, flagship of the army’s 
South America flight, which starts here 
December 15, made her maiden flight 


today, with Maj. Herbert A. Dargue, 
commander of the flight, at the 
controls. Maj. Dargue, accompanied by 
Lieut. Ennis C. Whitehead, was in the 
air about 30 minutes. 

Capt. Arthur B. McDaniel, second in 
command, will take up the second of 
the flight planes to be assembled for 
her maiden voyage Monday, according 
to the present schedule. 

Officers said a flight to the coast, 
where the ships will be tested on water, 
will be made soon. 

A special insignia has been designed 
for the flight. The insignia represents 
the two Americas, with the wings of 
the United States air service outspread 
on either side. Underneath on the 
scroll are the words, “U. 8. Army Pan- 
American Flight.” The sea will be rep- 
resented in marine blue, the continents 
in buff and the wings in silver. This 
insignia is to be painted on the fuse- 
lage of each ship and also will be the 
official seal of the logbooks and other 
property. 

A cloor scheme has been adopted for 
the ships, the bodies being pamted a 
dull black and the wings a vivid yel- 
low. This combination was adopted to 
increase the chances of a ship being 
located should it be forced to land on 
the water. 

The ten pilots who will make the 
trip met yesterday in their first round- 
table discussion of the flight.

Own Life While Physician 
Was Being Called. 


GOT SHOTGUN FOR RAT 


New Bedford, Mass., Nov. (By A. 
P.).—Investigating officials tonight de- 
clared themselves satisfied that J. E. 


Norman Shaw,. of Mattapoisett, prom- 
inent lawyer and former Harvard foot- 
ball star, accidentally shot his wife in 
their home yesterday and then com- 
mitted suicide. They described as 
mere coincidence the fact that 
shooting occurred on the eve of a pro- 
bate court hearing in which Shaw was 
to have been questioned as to his con- 
duct in connection with a will of which 
he was an executor. 

D:. Raymond H. Baxter, associate 
medical examiner, who performed an 
autopsy on the bodies, announced that 
he would report accidental shooting 
and suicide as his finding. Mrs. Shaw 
was shot and killed by her husband, 
who had informed his housekeeper that 
he had taken his shotgun to kill a 
rat. While a physician was being sum- 
moned to tend Mrs. Shaw, the attorney 
turned the weapon on himself. 

Shaw was coexecutor with Mrs. Wal- 
lace M. Holmes of the will of George 
T. Russell, who willed the major por- 
tion of his estate to the town of 
Acushnet. A hearing was to have been 
held next Monday on objections raised 
by the town to the allowance of Shaw's 
account as executor. He conferred yes- 
terday with his lawyer and Mrs. Holmes 
regarding the hearing and was to have 
attended another conference today. 
Friends said he had been in cheerful 
mood, and spent a happy Thanksgiving 
day, and had shown no worry regard- 
ing the court proceedings. 

The Russell estate was estimated at 
$105,000, and a total of $43,000 had 
been withdrawn.

Dryden Is Organizer. 


George B. Dryden, president of the 
Dryden Rubber Co., of Chicago, is the 
man who organized the National Associ- 
ation for Chemical Defense, according 
to Col. Taylor. 

Dryden and Waldemar Kops, a New 
York manufacturer, who helped organ- 
ize the association, both are motivated 
by patriotism in their fight against rat- 
ification of the gas protocol, Col. Tay- 
lor said yesterday. 

Dryden and Kops wanted to do some- 
thing, Col. Taylor said, and he ad- 
vised them to form an organization 
and appropriate the money for an in- 
tensive publicity campaign. The or- 
ganization was formed and an arrange- 
ment made with the firm of Thomas 
R. Shipp, Inc., to handle the publicity. 

In organizing the National Associa- 
. tion for Chemical Defense Dryden and 
Kops hired Col. E. B. Clark as secre- 
tary. Col. Clark, a former war corre- 
spondent and a member of the Na- 
tional Press Club post of the American

Al BODIES IN MINE 
MAY NOT BE FOUND 


Bailers Fail to Lower Water in 
Shaft Where Swamp Bot- 
tom Collapsed. 


Ishpeming, Mich., Nov. 27 (By A. P.). 
Few, if any, of the 41 bodies entombed 
in the Barns-Hecker mine are likely to 
be recovered, in the opinion of engti- 
neers who have surveyed the scene of 
the tragic cave-in of November 3, when 
a surface area collapsed and dropped 
into the shaft. Although two huge 
bailers have been in almost constant 
operation the water in the shaft has 
not been lowered below the top of the 
first level. Water from a radius of a 
mile or more around the mine is be- 
lieved to be steadily seeping into the 
workings. ; 

When the earth suddenly collapsed 
about noon on November 3 it caught 
51 men without a chance for their 
lives, andi took nearly every man of the 
little settlement of North Lake. The 
bodies of 7 men were foréed up to the 
top of the shaft by the surge of the 
mud which buried their comrades. 


Three others later were recovered by \identified today as that of Ingvald Key 


rescue workers, but the remainder prob- 
ably are permanently entombed in one 
of the three long:horizontal tunnels in 
which they were working.

Great Britain has taken the lead in 
the preliminary negotiations and is 
particularly anxious to secure a settle- 
ment now which will permit her in- 
dustrialists to go on with plans for 
cooperation with German industry, 
free from fear of political disturbances. 
A few days ago a conference was held 
in the British war office, attended by 
principal British military experts, Gen.

TOUCH OF AMUSEMENT 
AT INTIMATE QUESTION 


Dressed in Black, Without 
Jewelry, Witness Holds 
Aloof Under Ordeal.

Somerville, N. J., Nov. 27.—Coura- 

geous and composed as usual, Mrs. 
Frances Stevens Hall, on the witness 
stand today, dared the world to believe 
that her rector husband was anything 
less to her than the ideal mate. 
' She proclaimed her innocence of the 
murders of Dr. Edward W. Hall and his 
choir-singer sweetheart, Mrs. Eleanor 
Mills, as confidently as she explained 
her complete lack of motive for those 
killings. 

Mrs. Hall, today, was more than & 
murder defendant, trying to clear her- 
self of a capital charge. She was the 
axistocratic wife, endeavoring after four 
years to build a solid wall of conven- 
tion around her shattered home. With 
astonishing temerity she refused to 
admit that a tawdy little church jan- 
itor’s wife had stolen the affection of 
her husband. “The most beautiful 
thing in life,” she called that love 
when the murders first were under 
investigation. 

There was an excited buzzing in the 
jammed court room when John Bunn, 
the picturesque court crier, called out 
the name which 700 trial fans have 
awaited for nineteen long days. A 
matronly, black-clad figure rose in- 
stantly from a chair in the prisoner's 
group and Frances Hall, born a Stevens, 
swore that she would tell the truth. 


No. Play 


Probably no woman defendant ever 
made less attempt to play to the gal- 
lery. No accused murderes ever evinced 
less regard for a Jury’s opinion. The 
homespun men who sit in judgment on 
the rich widow and her two brothers, 
Willie and Henry Stevens, were not 
treated to .any exhibition of silk 
hosiery or rouged beauty. Neither were 
there any tears to persuade them that 
the woman before them could not rise 
to the heights of crusity that would 
culminate in the slashing of a woman’s 
throat. 

Instead, one gained the impression 
that Mrs. Hall scorned to, resort to the 
time-worn devices of women, in the 
most dreaded moment of her comfort- 
able 52 years’ existence. For the first 
time since the widow started her fight 
for life, she wore no jewelry. On all 
other days her somber figure has had 
the relief of a small strand of beauti- 
ful pearls, or a brooch formed of them. 
Today her expensive, simple gown was 
as dark as night, save for a small 
white satin collar. When she went to 
the stand, she wore the black coat, 
with black fur collar that has char- 
acterized all her sartorial appearances 
since cold weather came. And as a 
final contemptuous gesture at the 
vanity of less exalted womankind she 
wore her “other hat’—-the dowdier of 
the two, which she has made familiar 
to trial fans. Today’s chapeau was of 
black velvet, with an irregular floppy , 
crown, and two imitation pearl orna- 
ments stuck in front. 

There wes no rouge on the patrician 
lips and no powder on the witness’ 
nose.

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Asked to Speak Louder. 


Mrs. Hall answered Attorney Robert 
H. McCarte:r’s questions in a cultured, 
well-modulated voice, so low at times, 
that she was asked to speak louder. 
As in the case of her eccentric brother, 
Willie, Mrs. Hal!’s voice is her most 
pronounced esthetic appeal. Her rich 
tones detract somewhat from the for- 
mality of her manner and physical ap- 
pearance 

There was nothing conciliatory about 
Mrs. Hall’s manner as she sat stiffly in 
the witness chair. Her brother Willie 
had been polite, ingratiating to the 
prosecutor, when put through his or- 
deal a few days before. The widow 
did not deign to unbend for any one. 
MccCarter’s questioning had not pro- 
ceeded five minutes before Mrs. Hall 
spied a camera man aiming at her 
from the third row of spectators. She 
stopped in the middie of a sentence 
and complained to Justice Parker about 
the photographer.

Relaxes Under Ordeal 


As the ordeal proceeded Mrs. Hall re- 
laxed a trifle, and smiled almost indul- 
gently as McCarter led her through her 
account of the murder night. Her 
large eyes seemed to say: “I know you 
have to do this, Mr. McCarter. Don't 
feel embariawed. It's quite all right.” 

She registered something akin to 
amusement when she testified that she 
and her husband occupied the same 
bed four years ago. And a reference 
to Mrs. Mills, who pilfered the love of 
this middle-aged woman, brought no 
confusion to Mrs. Hall’s plump cheeks. 

Without a trace of emotion she 
bared the cruel system of deceit that 
the lovers practiced on her. And the 
flery cross-examiner falled to shake her 
story in the least.

ACTIVITIES ON INCREASE 


The highway research board of the| 


National Research council will hold its | 
sixth annual meeting in the National | 
Academy of Sciences building this 
week. Prominent representatives of 
the highway industry from all sections | 
of the country will be in attendance at 
the conclave. 

The highway research board has 
grown by leaps and bounds since its or- 
ganization at the time of the birth of 
the good roads movement six years ago 
and now ranks among the most im- 
portant research bodies in the country. 
Under the supervision of Charles M 
Upham, director: of the board, the ac- 
tivities for the past year have been 
greater than ever before.

DECLARED TO BE SAFE 


Royalists Fear to Work in the 
Open. for Restoration of 
Monarchy, He Says.

(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Sofia, Nov. 27._-Greece seems to have 
returned at last definitely to constitu- 
tional government. After the various 
abnormal regimes of the last few years 
Gen. Kondylis, the head of the move- 
ment which ousted Pangalos, is about 
to withdraw as dictator and give the 
newly elected legislature a free hand. 
He is a distinguished soldier as well as 
an army politician and rose from a 
noncommissioned officer to the rank of 
general. He was an ardent Venizelist 
and figured in the second expulsion of 
King Constantine. But he seems to 
have neither the unlimited ambition of 
Pangalos, nor the latter's flightiness and 
spectacular quality. Pangalos’ said 
once: “People think I am crazy. If I 
were not a little crazy.I would still be 
‘n obscure army officer.” 


Sees Normalcy Returning. 


‘n the recent interview with a spe- 
sal correspondent of La Bulgarie Gen. 
Ikcndylis freely discussed the new turn 
of affairs in Greece. He said: 

“We are getting back to normalcy. 
W have had our difficulties and inter- 


nal frictions. Since the war we have 
changed our form of government, in- 
gialling a constitutional republic. We 
had for a year a dictatorship, wrongly 
called .a military dictatorship. For, 
with rare exceptions, the army always 
refused to approve Gen. Pangalos’ dic- 
tatorial acts. 

“The Greek people have irrevocably 
decided not to tolerate illegality and 
dictatorship any longer. The govern- 
ment has tried to serve the country’s 
best interests by allowing free elec- 
tions and a return to the parliamentary 
system.” 

“How about a monarchical restora- 
tion?” the general was asked. 

“Naturally,” he answered, “‘in @ coun- 
try which has had a republican regime 
for so short a time and in which the 
last dictatorship greatly injured the 
republican cause, there are people wha 
want to see the monarchy reestab- 
lished But the feeling is entertained 
by no powerful group offering a real 
menace to the existing order. The fact 
that the apostles of restoration fear to 
work openly shows their impotence. 
The government has: not even applied 
strictly the: law which forbids mon- 
archist propaganda, such as publica- 
tion of the pictures of members of the 
former royal family. Royalist propa- 
ganda has, in fact, almost ceased auto- 
matically. 


Military Favors Democracy. 


“Ninety per cent of the army and 
navy are attached to democratic ideas. 
The government is not worried by a 
propaganda which crops out only in 
pamphlets and in the press. If the 
monarchists ever decide to act we will 
stamp them out.”

Washing 
: Foliage Plants 


Dear Jimmy: You know, one of the 
tenets of my gardening creed is to the 
effect that no month, or even week, 
during the entire year need be without 
its useful work. among ornamental 
plants of some’ sort. Of course, there's 
no difficulty in finding justification for 
it in the regular outdoor season, but 
there seem to be a good many people 
who think my theory is a long, long 
wey from sound for the late fall and 
winter. Maybe you’ve met some of 
these folk} if so, here’s a suggestion 
you may want to pass on to change 
their ideas. 


From the time the palms, dracaenas, 
crotons and other large-leaved foliage 
plints are brought into the house in 
the fall until the return of warm 
weather makes it possible to set them 
outdoors they have to live under pretty 
trying conditions. Lack of fresh air 
and the natural cleansing of their 
leaves by rain, plus the settling of dust 
which is unavoidable even in the best 
kept houses, puts them at a disadvan- 
tage which is accentuated by the rela- 
tively dry atmosphere of a dwelling 
house in the season of artificial heat. 
Thus at a time when the tiny pore- 
lungs on the surface of the foliage 
should he breathing their best they are, 
unless you take special care of them, 
half choked with grime. No wonder 
the plants suffer despite the sunshine 
and root-watering which nearly every 
one knows enough to give them. 

Here's the chance, then, to put my 
argument into actual practice by 
cleansing these big leaves at least once 
a week with a soft sponge and mildly 
soavy water. When their fresh, natural 
color shows that they are again free 
of dirt, go over them with plain water 
to remove every trace 6f the soap. Such 
treatment, regularly and thoroughly 
wpplied, often proves the solution of 
the failures which lots of pepole com- 
plain of with plants of this type.

The future market for barley de- 
clined slightly in the central Western 
maikets, but the market for cash 
grain remained virtually unchanged. 
There was a strong demand for the 
good malting types, but damp and low 
grade barley sold slowly. Best grades 
at Minneapolis were quoted at 66 to 
67 cents a bushel; at Duluth, at 64 
to 65 cents a bushel; at Milwaukee, at 
74 to 77 cents a bushel, and at Chi- 
cago, at 70 to 72 cents a bushel. The 
barley market on the Pacific coast re- 
mained virtually unchanged but gen- 
erally firm. 

Prices of California barley in English 
markets also held steady with 1926 
crop quoted in London, c. i. f., at $2.25 
a 100 pounds, Fee@ barley was quoted 
at about $1.98 a 100 pounds. Stocks of 
barley in store in the principal mar- 
kets of the United States now total 
around 7,000,000 bushels, of which 
more than half is in store at Minneap- 
Olis and San Francisco.

San Francisco, Nov. 27 (By A. P.).— 
United States Attorney George Hat- 
field has been requested by Secretary 
of State Kellogg to issue a warrant for 
the arrest on a charge of murder of 
Kalervo K. Venikko Sippola, former 
colonel in the Finnish army of 1918. 
The arrest was requested by a repre- 
sentative of the government of Fin- 
land.

TURMOIL IN ROUMANIA. 


The death of King Ferdinand of Rou- 
mania may be followed by a series of 
events deeply affecting the politics of 
Eastern Europe. Roumania’s relations 
with soviet Russia are upon a most un- 
stable basis, and a continuous and wise 
policy at Bucharest must be followed if 
the two countries are not to be brought 
into a collision on the question of Bessa- 
rabia. King Ferdinand has contrived to 
keep the peace while holding fast to 
Bessarabia, but it remains to be seen 
whether his successor will accomplish as 
much. 


Domestic intrigues in Roumania keep 
the country ina ferment. Former Crown 
Prince Carol has his adherents in the 
army and among the peasants, and they 
are clamoring for his return. Notwith- 
standing his renunciation of the right of 
succession, he is still regarded by many 
Roumanians as the only true heir to the 
throne. His little son, Michael, was 
named heir apparent when Carol was dis- 
inherited, and regents were appointed by 
King Ferdinand. ichael’s mother, 
Princess Helen of Greece, is extremely 
popular in Roumania. Her admirers, 
holding powerful places in the govern- 
ment, can not be expected to countenance 
a movement to place Carol on the throne. 
Violent dissensions are looked for, al- 
though the fears that civil war is brew- 
ing may not materialize. 


Queen Marie will arrive at Cherbourg 
on Tuesday, and will be met by the court 
chamberlain with a message from King 
Ferdinand. The nature of the communi- 
cation is not known. In some quarters 
it is assumed that the personal reconcili- 
ation between Marie and Carol signifies 
Marie’s support of her son in his expected 
attempt to regain the crown. The control 
of affairs by Princess Helen as regent in 
behalf of her son would relegate Queen 
Marie to the background, while Carol’s 
restoration would enable Marie to retain 
the strong place she has held in the man- 
agement of Roumanian affairs. The 
struggle may resolve itself into a duel be- 
tween two very intelligent women, ani- 
mated by maternal affection and support- 
ed by enthusiastic partisans in the mili- 
tary and political services. On the out- 
skirts of this domestic broil are the plot- 
ters of Moscow, who have never relin- 
_ quished the hope of recovering Bessara- 
bia. Roumania is an ally of France and 
may call upon her for help in case of 
soviet aggression, but France has the 
best of reasons for avoiding war with 
the soviet if it can be avoided. 


RADIO CONFUSION. 


It is reported that 21 new radio sta- 
tions have been established in New York 
city and nearby territory during the last 
three months, anticipating legislation by 
the next Congress for the Federal regu- 
lation of radio wave lengths. The result 
is great confusion in the air. 

It is thought that if Congress passes a 
new radio law it will limit the number of 
stations in a district, and that stations li- 


censed and in operation before the pas-. 


sage of such a law will not be interfered 
with. 


There are two radio bills before Con- 


gress; the White bill, already passed ‘by 


the House, and the Dill bill, passed by the 
Senate. Both bills are in conference 
awaiting action or agreement. The essen- 
tial difference is that the White bill 
makes the Department of Commerce the 
active agency for Federal control, while 
the Dill bill creates an entirely new com- 
mission as a Federal agency. 


For many months radio users have | 
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been complaining of the multitude of 
wave lengths causing great confusion, 
and so much interference as to make it 
well nigh impossible to use radios. It is 
declared that all the new radio stations 
in New York city and vicinity have been 
licensed by the Department of Commerce, 
and are now operating on wave lengths 
long operated by others. Obviously the 
situation demands congressional action. 
The main trouble now, according to those 
who appear to know, is that the Depart- 
ment of Commerce has no legal author- 
ity to compel radio operators to adhere 
to its decisions. The courts thus far 
have denied the Department of Com- 
merce the right to control or prevent the 
use of any wave length. 


AMBASSADOR BERENGER. 


Senator Henry Berenger, French 
Ambassador to the United States, de- 
clines a reappointment because he wishes 
to remain in Paris and ‘‘take up cudgels 
for the ratification of the American debt 
settlement.” He says he undertook the 
task of making an agreement with the 
American government with the realiza- 
tion that it would be “manifestly a 
thankless and thorny job.” However, re- 
ferring to the French senate, he adds 
that he “has too great respect for its 
prerogatives not to await with deference 
and confidence” a ratification of the ar- 
rangement he has made for his country. 
He concludes: “It would be a crime for 
France and the United States to be sep- 
arated.” 

Ambassador Berenger pays a _ hand- 
some tribute to President Coolidge, Sec- 
retary Mellon and the members of the 
war debt commission. His final message 
to the American people bears the marks 
of enduring friendship, presaging a 
happy termination of his efforts in this 
country to adjust the war debt. 

This diplomatic and Sincere farewell of 
France’s talented Ambassador doubtless 
will do much to soften the asperity of the 
situation growing out of a delicate inter- 
national question. It goes without say- 
ing that the Washington authorities and 
Congress sincerely entertain a wish that 
the French government may speedily fol- 
low the advice of its retiring Ambassador 
and ratify the arrangement he was au- 
thorized to make with the American war 
debt commission. 

As Ambassador Berenger says, France 
and the United States have long been 
friends, and “it would be a crime to sep- 
arate them.” 


OVERRULING THE PRESIDENT. 


A few days ago Mr. Daniel J. Donovan, 
auditor of the District of Columbia, took 
it upon himself to announce a new plan 
for supervising the District budget and 
audit of expenditures. He found that 
the bureau of the budget was an offensive 
interloper, and the comptroller general 
still more obstructive of the plans of one 
Daniel J. Donovan. He thereupon an- 
nounced that a campaign would be un- 
dertaken to take the District’s fiscal af- 
fairs out of the jurisdiction of the budget 
director and the comptroller general. 
With unexpected modesty he did not in- 
dicate that entire control was to be 
placed in his own hands, but Congress 
doubtless was expected to see the point. 

President Coolidge has now gently re- 
minded the bumptious local official that 
the District of Columbia is still under the 
Federal government. Congress is still re- 
sponsible for legislation, and the Presi- 
dent is still responsible for the enforce- 
ment of the laws. Possibly it would be 
more convenient for the District auditor 
to make up his own budget and audit his 
own books, free from the interference of 
the government; but the same thing 
could be said of all other officials. The 


interference of Gen. Lord and Comp- . 


troller General McCar! is insufferable to 
officials who have their own ideas of how 
much money should be allotted to their 
departments and bureaus, and how it 
should be expended. 

Maj. Donovan is a zealous official— 
a little too zealous, perhaps—but he is 
still capable of rendering good service by 
keeping his place and permitting the gov- 
ernment at Washington to perform its 
proper functions. 


SEEKING A COMPROMISE. 


Informal conferences are being held 
among Republicans in the hope of finding 
a basis of compromise with the “farm 
bloc,” which will enable Congress to pass 
a farm relief measure without absorbing 
the Treaury surplus. It is still the desire 
of the administration to grant relief to 
taxpayers by means of credits upon next 
year’s tax payments.. Suitable farm re- 


lief legislation is also favored; but there. 


is no indication that the administration 


and its supporters in Congress will be in- | reflect a modified public opinion regard- | 
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-session of a new car without delay. 


duced to favor the proposal which is 


urged by the corn and cotton combina- 
tion. 

While the Republicans in Congress 
may not be in a position to compel the 
farm bloc to accept a more modest mea- 
sure of relief than is desired, they have 
the power to defeat any bill which aims 
at diverting the Treasury surplus to the 
farmers instead of to the taxpayers in 
general. The farm bloc, realizing that it 
must have Republican support, may 
moderate its ambition and agree to a 
compromise for the sake of obtaining leg- 
islation at the coming session. But the 
pressure from the corn and cotton States 
is very strong, and the showing of 
strength is so impressive that the repre- 
sentatives of this element in Congress 
may conclude to test their strength, even 
against the Republican majority and the 
administration. 

Unfortunately there is divided opinion 
in Republican ranks as to the method of 
disposing of the Treasury surplus. Re- 
lief to taxpayers is urged by all, but 
when any particular plan of relief is pro- 
posed it finds as many opponents as sup- 
porters. The administration has not yet 
evolved a plan which commands the sup- 
port of the party in power. Thus the 
situation on the eve of the session is con- 
fused and unpropitious. Expert hands 
are at work on the problem, however, 
and the ability of Republicans to effect 
compromises in the face of desperate sit- 
uations may once more operate to the ad- 
vantage of the administration and to the 
satisfaction of all concerned. 


ANOTHER BLOW AT LIBERTY. 


To the old bootlegger, he who has had 
at least two years at the game, the deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court in which that 
tribunal holds that an automobile seized 
from a rum runner is contraband of war, 
no matter who holds the mortgage, will 
be of little interest. 

That merchant has acquired a bundle 
sufficiently large to assure him the pos- 
His 
business will not even be retarded, and 
the inconvenience which might have fol- 
lowed the original seizure has been en- 
tirely overcome by this time. 

But to the enterprising merchant who 
has just started out to make a fortune 
through supplying the needs of his 
friends and customers, and whose capi- 
tal is large enough to enable him to pay 
only the first installment on his eight- 
cylinder coach, the blow is severe. No 
young man with bootlegging instincts 
will feel warranted in taking the risk of 
having his car seized after the nrandate 
of the court of last resort has issued. 
No soulless corporations that finance in- 
stallment-purchased cars will be willing 
to accept the paper of any young boot- 
legger without first subjecting him to an 
embarrassing examination as to the use 
to which he proposes to put the vehicle, 
and the only alternative left to him will 
be the purchase of a “used car,’ upon 
which dependence in an emergency can 
not be placed with absolute confidence. 

Altogether, when it is remembered 
that Secretary Mellon proposes that the 
Federal government shall engage in the 
manufacture of “the real stuff” and with 
Gen. Andrews devising ways to prevent 
the removal of denaturing compounds 
from grain alcohol, this latest decision of 
the Supreme Court looks like a conspi- 
racy between the executive and judicial 
branches of the government to place still 
greater obstacles in the way of the Amer- 
ican citizen who must have his booze, and 
coming as it does just at the holiday sea- 
son it is a particularly cruel and arbi- 
trary exercise of power. 


PRICE MAINTENANCE. 


The United States Supreme Court has 
recently handed down two important de- 
cisions touching the power and right of 
corporations or business houses to main- 
tain prices in their contracts with selling 
agencies. One case maintains the decision 
of the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals in New York reversing the ruling 
of the Federal Trades Commission in or- 
dering a manufacturing institution to 
“cease and desist” certain practices al- 
leged to be violations of law respecting 
the maintenance of prices after sales to 
distributing agencies. The other decision 
is to the effect that the General Electric 
Co. is not violating the antitrust law in 
agreeing with another company to sell 
commodities at a stipulated price. 

The question of price maintenance has 
been before the courts for some time. 
Rigid antitrust legislation, supplemented 
by the so-called Clayton act, was the re- 


guilt of the rise of public opinion against 


combinations amounting to monopolies 
Recent decisions of the courts appear to 
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ing combinations for legitimate purposes, 
such as reduction of price by means of 
large mass production and reduction of 
cost of operation. 

Now the courts seem to broaden the 
right of corporations and combinations 
of corporations to:check competition 
reasonably by means of price mainte- 
nance—that is, fixing the price of a com- 
modity, sold to the public at a reasonable 
figure, to protect the manufacturers 
from actual loss. It appears that these 
decisions secure a legal foundation for 
reasonable price protection through a 
determination of present laws. 

The court in one of these decisions 
states that “price maintenance is unlaw- 
ful when it tends to create a monopoly; 
but when there is nothing to show an in- 
tention to accomplish purposes of price 
fixing, the practice of price maintenance 
is within the law.” 

The courts hold in both cases that 
when competition is unfair or character- 
ized by fraud, unfairness or oppression, 
price maintenance is justified and within 
the law. The meaning of these decisions 
is that a manufacturer has a right to 
protect his interests and enable his sell- 
ing agents to make a reasonable profit ; 
and that any combination to protect mu- 
tual interests against oppressive and un- 
fair competition is entirely legal and 
proper. 

It has long been held by some that 
competition is the life of trade. But 
sometimes competition is the death of 
trade. Whether price maintenance is 
for the public interest or against it de- 
pends upon circumstances in each case. 

The court decides that the Federal! 
Trade Commission has no power to regu- 
late a trade policy; and that while a cor- 
poration or individual has no right to fix 
prices absolutely, both may use reason- 
able discretion if price cutting is ruinous 
to business. 


WATER POWER DEVELOPMENT. 


The development of electrical energy 
by the rivers of the country has been 
given a fresh impetus through the re- 
port of the joint board of American and 
Canadian engineers, which has just been 
made public. In the first place those 
gentlemen find t iat the diminution of the 
lake levels is not due wholly to the di- 
version of the waters of the lakes 


| through the Chicago drainage canal. The 


Duluth-Buffalo channel is some'two or 
three feet less in depth than it was fol- 
lowing the completion of the operations 


which for a few years permitted the 


passage of a ship drawing 21 feet from 
Lake Superior to Lake Erie. The board 
finds that while the Chicago diversion is 
responsible for a loss of six inches in the 


depth of the channel, and while another 
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loss of six-tenths of an inch is accounted 
for through the Black Rock canal in the 
Niagara river, there is an identical loss 
through the deepening of the Welland 
canal and the gravel dredging in the St. 
Clair river on the Canadian side of the 
line. 

The report further finds that the great- 
est fall in levels is due to climatic condi- 
tions, and that this shrinkage may be 
readily overcome and offset and the levels 
restored to normal by the construction 
of compensating works in the St. Clair 
and Niagara rivers at a cost of $3,400,- 
000, which the Chicago sanitary district 
has already taken steps to furnish. 

An important conclusion drawn from 
the investigations is that through the 
proposed deepening and canalization of 
the St. Lawrence river to permit the 
passage of ocean-going ships drawing 30 
feet of water, 5,000,000 horsepower 
would be developed at a cost of $775,- 
000,000. The “All-American canal” 
through New York State, which has been 
so persistently urged by Chairman 
Dempsey, of the rivers and harbors com- 
mittee, and other representatives from 
New York, would cost, on the other hand, 
almost as much as the St. Lawrence 
project with no compensating potential 
return in electrical power. 


LITERARY FRAUDS. 


The temptation to forgery in. literary 
works is ever present, and is some- 
times so great that it can not be over- 
come. Classic cases that occur at once 
to the mind are those of Thomas Chat- 
terton and William Henry Ireland. Their 
concoctions deceived for a while even the 
elect, but the fraud was in each case 
eventually detected and exposed. Even 
so good a judge as Scott had imitations 
of the popular ballad palmed off on him 


as old and genuine, and they duly took | 
their place in his “Minstrelsy of the Scot- 


tish Border.” John Pinkerton introduced 
into his “Scottish Tragic Ballads” sev- 
eral modern compositions and foisted 
them upon the reading public as’ being 
traditional and of great antiquity, but 
under the determined onslaught and 
ferocious analytic criticism of Joseph 
Ritson, he was soon compelled to admit 
their spuriousness. The liberties taken, 
from time to time, by Davenant, Dryden, 
Nahum Tate, Colley Cibber, and others, 
with some of Shakespeare’s most famous 
dramas are notorious, and culminated, 
perhaps, when a happy ending was given 
to “King Lear!” | 

The literary forgery or fraud is always 
to be distinguished from the literary con- 
vention. The former is severely to be 
condemned; the latter is generally in- 
nocuous and deceives no one, and it may 
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even add to the work which it introduces 
a flavor and an air of artistic grace that 
the latter might not otherwise possess. 

If Robert Greene or Thomas Lodge 
pretends to find a “scroul’” in the hand- 
writing of a mythical Euphues or mythi- 
cal somebody else, no harm is done; if 
Horace Walpole invents a manuscript for 
“The Castle of Otranto,” it only enables 
him all the more easily to face out the 
nonsense of that production with a dry 
grin. Nobody has yet found fault with 
the masked narrative introductions of 
Cleisbotham or Clutterbuck, and many 
scholarly readers have found a delicious 
zest in the Greek text on which Rider 
Haggard professes to base one of his 
most fascinating African stories. 

The book recently brought out anony- 
mously in England under the title of 
“The Whispering Gallery” and _ with- 
drawn from circulation there within 24 
hours, with a statement from the pub- 
lishers that they had apparently been 
made. the victims of a hoax, stands in a 
category by itself. It has, in fact, been 
characterized as one of the most impu- 
dent of literary frauds. The literary 
agent who induced the John Lane Co. to 
publish the book, under the impression 
that it was written by a distinguished 
diplomat who wished to keep his identity 
secret, collected £225 in advance royalties 
and has since been.arrested on a charge 
of obtaining money on false pretenses. 
Sir Rennell Rodd, the diplomat in ques- 
tion, disavowed the book as soon as he 
was mentioned as the probable author, / 
and the agent thereupon tendered him a 
public apology. As the. book is of the 
“sensational” order and purports to tell 
“inside” stories of prominent persons, 
living as well as dead, and to give esti- 
mates of their characters, it is easy to 
understand both its anonymity and the 
motives of its composition and publica- 
tion. The developments that have en- 
sued in connection with it will serve as a 
salutary warning for the future.

As the work of various units ex- 

nds, they have to be given addi- 
fonal space wherever it can be found, 
and the commission was bY¥sy through- 
out the summer with moving and 
shifting to accommodate various acitv- 
ities as well as possible for the time 
being under existing, vexatious clir- 
cumstances.

Many Changes in Issues, or Shifts in 
the Line-ups of Political Factions 
May Occur to Upset Prophets’ 1928 
Forecasts, It Is Held. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: In 
your Thanksgiving day issue you refer 
editorially to the prophecy of Senator 
Fess that Mr. Coolidge will be nomi- 
nated in 1928 as the Republican candi- 
date to succeeed himself, and that he 
will be elected. That prediction may 
be, doubtless will be, gratifying to 
many thousand good Republicans, but 
there is an old adage, a very good ad- 
age, that there is many a slip "twixt the 
cup and the lip. Both the major po- 
litical parties have their prophets, and 
during many years of observation I 
have noticed that each party believes in 
the infallibility of its own prophets, 
and, also, that the prophecies are usu- 
ally diametrically opposed to each 
other. How can both be true, and if not 
true what becomes of their infallibility? 


Only a few years ago Tom Taggart 
was the most popular among the Dem- 
ocratic phophets, and he always proph- 
esied Democratic success, yet, nearly 
always, the success he predicted did not 
show up. I recall a speech I once heard 
the late William E. English make when 
he was the candidate for Vice President 
on the Hancock ticket. He was wish- 
ing for the success of his party and was 
trying to talk his audience into a be- 
lief that success was just before them. 
Finally, giving way to the despondency 
which actually pervaded him, he said 
in a sorrowful tone: 


“Hope springs eternal in the Demo- 
cratic breast. 
The pasty never is, but always to be 
est.”” 


Senator Fess, according to your edi- 
torial, also predicts that the liquor 
question will be the paramount issue, 
It may be. That, however, will not pre- 
vent a lot of those who call themselves 
the only “Simon-pure, blowed-in-the- 
bottle” drys from flocking off to them- 
eelves, running candidates of their own 
end thus permitting the wets to get 
the upper hand. Is Senator Fess a dry? 
Does he stand by the Volstead act? 
Does Mr. Coolidge hold himself per- 
sonally a supporter of that act? As 
President, and as one who is faithful 
to his office, he stands by its enforce- 
ment while it is the law of the land, 
but does he believe in it? If he was a 
member of Congress would he vote 
against all amendments which might 
be offered? 

If the liquor question is to be the 
paramount issue, will not the drys use 
every effort to see that only candidates 
of their persuasion are nominated? Mr. 
Coolidge, like others, will have to de- 
clare himself. There is no neutrality 
in American politics. One must take 
his stand if he expects office. Senator 
Fess also predicts that Gov. Smith will 
be the Democratic candidate. He is 
probably correct in that. If the gov- 
ernor is made the Democratic standard- 
bearer will not another issue spring up? 
The “Klan” will do ite best to make a 
new issue. It will be a very regrettable 
thing for religion to be made an issus 
in this country, but that will not deter 
the Klan from raising it. If raised, 
what will be the result? Mr. Coolidge 
would not under any conditions be a 
party to it. He is an absolute believer 
in religious freedom. So believing, 
could the Klan support him as against 
the New York governor? -

out there about the Volstead act. Nor 
has “prosperity” proved a catching 
slogan in that section. Down South 
help is demanded for the cotton planter 
and the sugar producer. They would 
like to make it an issue, but practically 
there is only one party down there and 
platforms, political or economic issues 
have no weight. “Is he a Democrat?” 
is the only question raised. I am led 
to ask Senator Fess what has become 
of the tariff as an issue. For more than 
half a century it has been the most 
popular of all issues with his party. 
Is it dead? Or has it become a local 
question only, as the late Gen. Hancock 
declared it to be? 


Iam not a prophet, politically or oth- 
erwise, but can venture the prediction 
that unless Congress reforms itself and 
cuts loose from freak legislation of all 
kinds, and gives business some sub- 
stantial relief from taxation and other 
burdens which have been heaped upon 
it, a political cyclone is likely to strike 
the country. A wise old guy once said 
that government was best which gov- 
erned the least. Under that rule our 
government in its present attitude is 
about the worst government known 
among men. At every session Congress 
enacts more laws than the parliament 
of England does in half a century. Let 
us have fewer laws, and better execu- 
tion, and vice and crime will almost 
disappear.

Restoration of “Old Ironsides” Through 
School Children’s Gifts Intended as 
an Instruction in Patriotism—Rear 
Admiral Andrews Explains New 
Phase of the Campaign. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: As 
chairman of the national executive 
committee of the Save “Old Ironsides” 
Fund I read with a great deal of inter- 
est your editorial “Saving ‘Old Iron- 
sides,’” which has been reprinted in 
one of the Boston papers. 

The national committee appreciates 
this editorial and thanks you for your 
indorsement of this patriotic campaign 
to restore the U. S. 8. Constitution. 
Permit me, however, to invite attention 
to several errors of fact that appear in 
the editorial. 

Appeals to Congress for an appropri- 
ation to restore the vessel were not 
futile, as no such appeal has ever been 
made. The Secretary of the Navy 
thought that it would be a beautiful 
exhibit of patriotism if the 21,000,000 
children of the country gave small 
amounts and raised the $650,000 need- 
ed. The total amount so far received 
from the school children and from 
other sources is about $260,000. The 
great thought was to get the children 
to study the history of this time and 
learn lasting lessons of patriotism and 
love of country. Lessons so learned will 
remain with children forever and make 


better citizens of them. It teaches them 
what the navy ‘has done, and creates| 
a wholesome interest in good govern-| 
ment and the principles on which 
democracy was founded. The whole 
movement among the children is a de- 
posit in the bank of patriotism which 
should and will yield big dividends in 
the future as these children grow up. 

The only other misconception in 
your editorial is that you refer to the 
pennies of the school children. It 
would take a vast number of pennies 
to make up the $650,000. The national 
committee needs dimes and quarters 
rather than pennies. Those who can 
not afford to give at all should not at- 
tempt to do so, and surely the giving 
in the schools can be arranged in such 
a way that those who can not give need 
not be known. 

The Secretary of the Navy has today 
announced to the press the details of 
a new phase of the campaign. The 
national committee has commissioned 
Gordon Grant, one of America’s fore- 
most marine artists, to paint in oll a 
picture of “Old Ironsides’” «under full 


sail. This painting has now been com- 


pleted and has been pronounced to be 
& magnificent work of art. 

The painting, which, I hope, will 
hang in the White House, will be re- 
produced in ten colors by a new process 
and at cost by the mantfacturers. 
Exact reproductions of the paintin 
will be distributed at the rate of 2 
cents each. The edition of prints will 
be limited, each one being numbered. 
Under no circumstances will the na- 
tional committee accept more than 25 
cents for a print, although the actual 
value of the print has been placed at 
several dollars. 

These prints will be assigned to the 
various States by quotas. As soon as 
the quota of a State is exhausted no 
more prints will be available in that 
State. Under this plan, the committee 
points out, the prints, which represent 
a striking work of art, will become 
more valuable with time. 

Local committees composed of pa- 
triotic citizens in every section have 
been invited to aid in the equitable 
distribution of the prints, for which 
there is expected to be a big demand 
because of the limited edition. In this 
manner the national committee hopes 
to raise very quickly the balance of 
the $650,000 required.

We often hear the complaint: “That 
puppy of mine tears up everything he 
can get his teeth on! I don't dare leave 
him alone in the house for a minute, 
for fear he'll chew the ends off the rugs 
or devour half the slip-covers. Last 
year he tore open a sofa cushion and 
spread the feathers all over the living 
room. Is there any way to cure him?” 

As an actual fact, almost every puppy 
that has ambition enough to grow into 


a worth-while dog passes through a 
stage of development wherein he seems 
unable to resist an opportunity to ex- 
ercise his teeth on whatever happens to 
be handy; you might compare his situ- 
ation to that of a teething child. Often 
whippings and scoldings have little ef- 
fect; when the culprit agajn finds him- 
self alone within reach of a dangling 
table cloth or an up-curling rug——well, 
he just listens to be sure nobody’s 
about, considers a moment, and sets to 
work. 

For ghe consolation of all chewing 
puppy owners it may be stated that in 
the great majority of cases this de- 
structive habit is outgrown by the time 
the second set of teeth are fully devel- 
oped. Though the tendency may per- 
sist for months, don’t lose hope. Pun- 
ish the pup when you can catch him in 
the act, and remove the temptation— 
or the dog—whenever possible before 
the damage is done. Do everything you 
can to discourage promiscuous deatruc- 
tion, but let him have a sort of coun- 
ter-irritant in the form of a rubber dog 
“bone” on which he can chew to his 
heart’s content. After all, the habit is 
a natural enough one and, I strongly 
suspect, is caused in no small measure 
by irritation of the gums caused by the 
losing of the puppy teeth and the grad- 
ual development of a mature set.

The patent office employes 
had had to copy his name so many 
times in connection with the volumi- 
nous legal documents that when they 
heard he was in the building one of 
them made a request that he be 
brought into their room so they could 
get a look at him. Berliner innocently

The 
interest of all sections of this nation 
is focused on Washington, not only 
because it is the seat of the national 
government, but also because of the 
growing sentiment that it should repre- 
sent the nation’s progress and pros- 
perity. 

If one were presenting the advantages 
of Washington to a stranger who was 
considering making his residence here, 
two points would probably come im- 
mediately to mind—the character of 
its inhabitants and the beauty of the 
city. <As to the character of the in- 
habitants, Washington is a cross sec- 
tion of the American people. Its in- 
habitants come from all States in the 
Union, and even from all parts of the 
world. One can therefore find con- 
genial people from his own section of 
the country or can have stimulating 
contact with people from other sec- 
tions. The newspapers of Washington 
reflect this cosmopolitan quality in the 
amount of national and international 
news which they publish. Many visitors 
here fee] that in Washington they can 
realize most fully the many activities 
of the nation. | 

There are not many Americans who 
have not heard of the beauty of Wash- 
ington and its many attractions as a 
place to reside. We believe it is so 
obvious that we perhaps feel that its 
future in that respect is assured.

To quote the words of a promi- 
nent Washington architect: “If the 
people throughout the country knew 
about Washington and what they could 
contribute to its building, they would 
insist that no step be spared ‘which 
should be taken to insure the future 
greatness of this Capital City.” 

There is a pride that every American 
has in Washington that makes him 
wish to see it grow in a way that will 
represent the highest type of Ameri- 
can achievement. Realizing this pride 
of all citizens in Washington, does it 
not impose an obligation on us who 
are helping to shape its growth and 
welfare?

Are Explained. 

The lecturer explained the various 
riders usually used in policies, namely, 
the lightning clause, which includes 
liability for fire or damage caused by 
lightning; the mortgage clause, which 
provides for the interests of the holders 
of a mortgage; the three-fourths value 
clause, which limits the Hability of 
the comany to -three-fourths of the 
cash value of the insured property, and 
the 80 per cent clause, which requires 
the insured to carry insurance equal 
to 80 per cent of the value of the prop- 
erty. 

The basic principle of all types of 
insurance, the speaker said, is the dig- 
tribution of the losses, due to a cer- 
tain contingency over a group subject 
to that contingency. The great ad- 
vantage of jnsurance, the speaker said, 
is that it substitutes for an unkyown, 
uncertain loss, a known, and Certain 
definite small loss or cost. It serves 
as an essential basis of credit. It acts 
as a deterrent to losses by fire.

Inequalities in the Federal revenue 
act of 1926 and grave injustices en- 
tailed in the present tax regulations 
in regard to reporting income from 
real estate sales were pointed out forci- 
bly in a conference of real estate boards 
over the country called by the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate Boards 
in Chicago, November 11 and 12. 

The conference was called through 
the association’s committee on Federal 
legislation and taxation. It is the 
first meeting ever convened by real es- 
tate men of the country to bring to- 
gether their points of view as to the 


legislation hampering real estate, and | 


to make possible a unified program of 
action on the need for revision of such 
legislation. 

The conference emphasized nine 
points in the wording of the present 
revenue act and of its accompanying 
Treasury regulations making require- 
ments which are unfair or burdensome. 
These points, the conference brought 
out, are not only of importance to men 
engaged in the buying and selling of 
real estate, but also seriously affect real 
property owners, and in some cases are 
having a retarding effect on the free 
transfer of property and the develop- 


ment of the business sections of com- 
munities. 

Following the expression of the con- 
ferees representing real estate boards 
im centers where the wording of the 
revenue act is handicapping real estate 
operations, the national association, 
through its committee on Federal leg- 
islation and taxation and its gencral 
counsel, was authorized to draw up a 
Gefinite program of changes to be asked 
for in the act or in Treasury income 
regulations, and all member boards of 
the association were called on by the 
conference to stand squarely and solid- 
ly behind this program.

While it is impossible to tell whether 
this increase over September is due to 
further strengthening in the winter 
| building movement,-or to more acci- 


| dental circumstances, the October gain 
| is probably indicative of a considerable 
| volume of building during the closing 
| month of this year. 

Another important phase of the sit- 
| uation at present is the increase in 
| building throughout the larger cities 
of the country. The 25 leading cities, 
|for example, showed a gain of 7 per 
cent over October, 1925, and a gain of 
|47 per cent over September this year. 
In this connection it is also interesting 
| to note that the volume of building in 
_ the 25 leading cities was more than 60 
per cent of the total reported in the 
405 comparative cities and towns. 

Eleven of the 25 leading cities 
showed very substantial gains, indicat- 
ing that not only is the winter build- 
ing movement more characteristic of 
the larger centers, but also that build- 
ing activity is shifting again toward 
these centers. The three leading cities 
in volume—New York, Chicago and 
Detroit—all showed October gains, 
Greater New York reporting an in- 
crease of 9 per cent over October, 1925, 
and a gain of more than 60 per cent 
over September this year. 


Decrease From Last -Year. 


The October total reported from the 
482 cities and towns was $405,299,753, 
compared with $422,365,881 in October, 
1925, and $327,861,887 in Saptember 
this year. 


In October the leading States were 


New York first, Illinois second and 
California third, but Michigan, which | 
held fourth place on the three-quar- | 
ters of the year, was displaced by Penn- | 
Sylvania. Ohio held to sixth place, 
but Florida dropped from seventh to | 
ninth. Massachusetts rose from ninth | 
to seventh; Texas held its tenth posi- | 
tion and Indiana was again eleventh, | 
with Wisconsin taking twelfth position | 
from Connectigut. 

In addition to New York, Chicago | 
and Detroit, the larger cities which | 
showed gains over October, 1925, were: 
Pittsburgh, with a gain of nearly 
$5,000,000; New Orleans, with a gain 
of more than $5,000,000; San Francisco, 
with a gain of more than $1,000,000; 
Milwaukee, with a gain of nearly 
$1,000,000; Washington, D. C., with a 
substantial gain; Allentown, Pa., with 
a gain of nearly $2,000,000; San An- 
tonio, with a gain of nearly $2,000,000, 
and Birmingham with a very substan- 
tial gain.

No decided changes in the building

CROSLEY CITES NEED 
OF EXTRA CHANNELS 


Many Stations Must Divide 
_ Time or Abandon Air, 
He Says. 


More channels should be opened for 
broadcasting, according to Powel 
Crosley, jr., prominent in radio and 
owner of several stations. 

“Either a large number of broadcast- 
ing stations now on the air should be 
forced to divide time between them- 


selves or abandon the air, or provision 
should be made for channels for these 
new broadcasting stations,” Mr. Crosley 
said. “With only 88 channels available 
for broadcasting in the present band 
allotted for this service there are sev- 
eral hundred too many broadcasters 
now. In foreign countries broadcasting 
is conducted on two bands. one a high 
band, where special receivers are nec- 
essary; and the other the norma! band, 
corresponding to the waves used in the 
United States and Canada. 

“The use of high vaves is not looked 


because practically every high wave is 
already assigned to some form of com- 
munication service, but because of the 
difficulty in finding more than five or 
six possible wave bands in any avail- 
able location in the lower frequencies. 
In, the field of short waves, however, it 
would not be so difficult to find a band 
that could be used for broadcasting, 
and with the rapid development of 
short-wave receiving sets it is not at 
all impossible to foresee conditions in 
the United States where broadcasting 
would be conducted both on the pres- 
ent normal waves and on short waves 
as well.”

TO BYRON BIOGRAPHIES 


IN‘STORY OF “ALLEGRA”

It is surprising to learn how Manyjare from old William and Mary and 


new viewpoints can be outlined in a 
story of episodes which took place 
many years ago. But this feat has 
been achieved by Armistead C. Gor- 
don in “Allegra, the Story of Byron 
and Miss Clairmont’ (Minton, Balch 
& Co., New York). 


The moving tale of this plaything 
of destiny, sacrificed to make a poet's 
holiday, should earn Mr. Gordon a 
high place in literature of this type. 
Mr. Gordon is collaterally descended 
from the same family as that of Lord 
Byron’s mother—the Gight Gordons. 
Therefore he approaches his subject 
with a more than usual interest and 
an enduring desire to bring out the 
half-forgotten truths of this period of 
the poet’s existence and his haple 
child of love. 

Mr. Gordon has written “Allegra’”’ 1 
& popular vein and, though ever 
statement is sustained by authority 
and exhaustive research, the biography 
is as delightfully readable as a novei. 

A few words about the author will 
not come amiss. Armistead Churchill 
Gordon, author of “Allegra,” is a mod- 
ern instance of the cream of the cream 
of old Virginia who thinks with and 
writes for people of his own traditions 
and inherited tastes and viewpoints. 
Born in 1885 at Charlottesville, almost 
beneath the dome of the University of 
Virginia, so long a center of the South's 
best culture; inheriting the blood of 
Gordons, Daniels, Armisteads and other 
distinguished families, his life has been 
spent in loving concentration on his 
own State and people. 

He has practiced law more than 47 
years, been mayor of Staunton, Com- 
monwealth’s attorney for Augusta 
county, in the heart of the Shenandoah 
valley, but always student and writer 
of and for Virginia. Aside from his lo- 
cal services, .his public employments 
have been strictly in harmony with his 
training and tendencies—member of 
the board of visitors of the university 
and president of its Alumni association, 
member of the boards of visitors’ of 
William and Mary college, and Mount 
Vernon, chairman of the State library.

Another strange figure is that of 
Clare, betrayed and bitter, clinging to 
Shelley and his wife with the cespera- 
tion of the weak. With master strokes 
the author has painted in the death 
scene of Shelley and the incomparable 
grandeur of his cremation on the sea 
shore at Casa Magni. 

With graphic touches the last days 
of Byron are described. The sins of 
the flesh had overcome him and the 
end of his life was tragic and ill fitting 
for a master poet such as he was. 

,On his monument in the church at 
Hacknall-Torkard he hag recorded the 
fact that he was “the author of Childe 
Harold's Pilgrimage,” and that he had 
been “engaged in the glorious attempt 
to restore that country to her ancient 
freedom and renown.” 

Surely, both these achievements 
were worthy of a high place in the 
memory of mankind.

“Segrario Metropolitan,” “Church at 
Churubusco,” “Templo Parroquialdo” 
and the “West Side of Templo Parro- 
quialdo” are some of the most exquisite 
of the Mexican etchings. He has the 
power to get the abiding quality in 
these cathedral impression, which he 
renders with tremendous skill, yet with 
& sense of the picturesque which never 
fails him. In the two Chinese etchings 
there is the same sense of the pictu- 
resque to which he has added a ro- 


mance and mystery which is wholly 


compelling. 


Fine Arizona Work. 


The Arizona series contains the ‘un- 
usually fine portraits of “Young Hopi 
Indian,” “A Distinguished Navajo In- 
dian” and “A Tribesman of Tuba,” 
which excel the fineness of Helliey and 
heve an added strength and depth of 
line. The New Jersey series is remark- 
able for what the artist leaves out and 
the power of the line in what he elects 
to put in. Washburn gets his effects 
with the fewest possible lines, but 
those few are masterly strokes. They 
are spontaneous and true. 

Mr. Washburn etched the marvelous- 
ly beautiful buildings at the Panama- 
Pacific exposition at San Francisco for 
which he obtained a gold medal. 
There is here a single doorway of the 
Palace of Varied Industries that at- 
tests to this power of capturing the 
ephemeral beauty of that great ex- 
position. 

The power of these works of art 
should be studied for his skill in the 
use of his line and the complete 
mastery of his medium which is here 
shown. 

In the exhibition of contemporary 
etchings in the entrance room there is 
varied interest, although none s0 great 
as in the Washburn etchings. Here, 
however, are works by the English 
etcher, Hedly Fitton, whose “St. John’s 
Street, Edinburgh” is especially dis- 
tinguished; “St. Magnus the Martyr,” 
“London Bridge,” “Quimper, Brittany,” 
end “East Coast Sands,” by Martin 
Hardie, are especially distinguished. 
George E. Burr is represented by 
“Storm in the Painted Desert;” W. L. 
Wyllie by “St. Paul’s From the River, 
London,” and “Blackfriars Bridge, Lon- 
don,” and the “Tower Bridge, London,” 
are unusually fine work. 

A Washington artist is here among 
this notable company. Benson B. 
Moore is represented by some of his 
studies of animals, “Red Foxes,” 
“Mexican Puma” and “Great Horned 
Owl.” There is a splendid plate by the 
brilliant etcher Armin Hamson, “Re- 
quiem,” which has great depth of

and eliminative style of New Mexico 
and his wood block prints. 

A series of dry points, “Penetentes,” 
dealing with the remarkable expression 
of religious fanaticism to be seen in 
certain parts of New Mexico and Mexi- 
co, are in the primitive style. These 
are adequate to the subject but have 
to do with a most extraordinary aspect 
which is not easily understood by the 
general public, perhaps the more in- 
teresting for this reason. A series of 
New Mexican etchings, mostly in and 
around Taos, are also in the primitive 
Style, so called. These are powerful 
and effective and convey an impres- 
Sion of the country from the artist’s 
peculiar temperament and certainly 
fulfill the dictum, “art is nature seen 
through a temperament.” “Red River 
Canyon” and “Red River, the Village,” 
“Election News,” “Hillside” and “Houses 
Along the Irrigation Ditch”, are the 
most effective. There is a most un- 
usual use of line here seen which 
shows either great originality or a ‘flair 
for the work of the primitives, it is 
difficult to say which. 

“Telegraph Hill,” in San Francisco, 
“Ca’ di Mosto,” and the “Long Venice” 
are effective and particularly attractive, 
@S are also some of the Brittany etch- 
ings and his portraits. The wood block 
prints are fresh in color and feeling. 
They are, in reality, water colors and 
are made by a new process. They are 
entirely in the modern feeling and are 
attractive as to design: The exhibition, 
through its diversity and vigor, stands 
on its own merits, which are im- 
presssive. 


Born in Sweden. 


B. J. O. Nordfeldt, etcher, painter and 
woodblock printer, was born in Sweden, 
April 13, 1878, and came to: this coun- 
try when he was 13 years old. He 
Studied at the Art Institute of Chicago, 
then went to Paris, where he studied 
at Julien’s academy. He studied 
woodblock printing, Japanese method, 
with F. Morley Fletcher, in England. 
He has spent about half of his life 
ahroad, having lived and worked for 
long periods in France, England, Italy 
and Sweden with shorter sojourns in 
Germany andi Spain and one winter in 
north Africa. 

In 1917 in Provincetown he invented 
& new method by which the entire 
print is made from one block, but 
printed in colors, not at one impres- 
sion, but from several impressions from 
this single block. The various parts 
of the plate are painted with water 
colors, and values and combined im- 
pressions make the finished print. 

In a recent letter he wrote: 

“I was living in Paris when the war 
broke out in 1914, came back to Ameri- 
ca in the fall of that year and spent 
the next few winters in New York and 
Summers in Provincetown. In the 
spring of 1918 I was sent to San Fran- 
cisco in charge of the camouflage of 
ships for that district, and when that 
work was over at the end of 1918 I 


stopped off (supposedly on my way: 


back to New York) to take a brief look 
at New Mexico—and have been here 
ever since. This Southwest country is 
so full of material, both for painting 
and etching, that I find I have no de- 
sire to go back to Europe.”

Lighting a bedroom—that is, a room 
not used also for dressing—is very sim- 
Almost any subdued, artistic light- 
ing effect serves the purpose. But 
lighting a room that must serve two 
needs—that of sleeping and dressing— 
is not so simple. There always is the 
danger of overdoing—and to this, un- 
fortunately, a great majority of us suc- 
cumb. Our desire for the artistic 
often blinds us, and we forget that all 
art has its basis in utility. A useless 
thing is never beautiful in the true 
sense of the word. 

Lamp shades in the average home 
obviously are the products of design- 
ers whose artistic tendencies and de- 
sire to create have led them to forget 
the real purpose of the lamp shades, 
which is effectively to diffuse and dis- 
tribute electric light, not to smother it. 

I never cease to marvel at the elec- 
tric lighting effects of so many 60- 
called boudoir-bedrooms. Intended to 
be one of the most useful rooms in 
the house, its usefulness almost in- 
variably ceases after sundown. Who of 
us has not experienced being led into 
at least one such room by a proud host- 
ess to “tidy up,” only to discover that 
to do this with any degree of efficiency 
would require the removal of the 
“darling lamp shades from the dressing 
table lamps. 


Lights Spoil Room. 


Not long ago I attended a dinner 
party at a friend’s horne. On my ar- 
rival she led me to her room to remove 
my wrap and “tidy up.” In one cor- 
ner of the room stood a dressing table,

The giaring light 
from the then unshaded lamp blinded 
me and cast shadows across my face 
s0 that it was impossible for me to pre- 
pare myself to look well under another 
kind of light downstairs. 


Condition Is General. 


This condition is quite general, yet 
a Yittle thought would chenge it in- 
stantiy. One,never need sacrifice ap- 
pearance for utility, nor utility for ap- 
pearance. A dressing table lamp shade 
should’ be sheer, so the light is mel- 
lowed, but not smothered. The color 
of the shades matters only in that the 
more unusual color combinations are 
apt to mislead one in the use of cos- 
metics. Generally speaking, a soft yel- 
low light with perhaps a ross or laven- 
der tint is best, because it is so gener- 
ally used, and you can feel at ease, 
knowing that since you looked present- 
able under a similar light at home you 
will appear equally well elsewhere. 

Electricity has given us convenient 
and comfortable light—why handicap 
ourselves by using inefficient shades? 


France Lags in Use 
Of Electric Current 


Figures comparing. the production of 
electricity in the United States and 
France are shown in a statement just 
isbued by the geological survey of the 
Department of the Interior. According 
to a report recently published by the 
French minister of public works, the 
amount of electricity produced for dis- 
tribution in France in 1923 was 7,499,- 
000,000 kilowatt hours. 

Public utility plants in the United 
States in 1923 produced 55,674,000,000 
kilowatt hours, about seven and one- 
half times the total amount produced 
in France. The population of France 
in 1923 was about one-third that of the 
United States. The per capita use of 
electricity in France in.1923 was about 
200 kilowatt .hours; in the United 
States it was about 615 kilowatt hours.

American Agriculturist Also 
Will Increase Service as 
He Sees Comforts.

The 1920 census reports 643,899 of the 
6,448,343 farms in the United States 
as having water piped into the house.

The degree of purification was 
stated to be satisfactory for discharge | 
into a comparatively small volume of | 
diluting water in cold weather, while 
warmer weather brought an imiprove- | 
ment in the quality of the effluent pro- | 
duced by the plant. 

In an interesting bulletin covering 
the treatment of creamery wastes, the 
New York State department of health 
in 1917 devoted considerable space to 
the volume and composition of the 
wasces to be expected, and to a de- 
scription of various treatment methods. 
The conclusions reached were that sat- 
isfactory treatment results in practi- 
cally every case from septic tanks and 
sand filters. The tanks should have 
capacity sufficiént to retain the flow 
over a 24-hour period, at least, and the 
sand filter rate should not exceed 25,- 
000 gallons per acre per day.

Dr. Franz Hoeff, noted Viennese scien- 
ist, and chief promoter of the plan, 
states that the first experiment, which 
is tu be followed by others, can best be 
carried out with a rocket with several 
kilograms of explosive flashlight as the 
only load. The shock accompanying 
the landing on the moon would bring 
the flashlight to explosion and, with 
the help of a modern telescope, the ex- 
plosion would be noticeable from the 
observatories of the earth. 

If the rocket has an initial speed of 
11.2 kilometers per second, the distance 
to the moon could be covered in about 
97 hours. Dr. Hoeff believes that it 
would not be difficult to increase this 
speed and curtail the time needed for 
the passage. 


Other sources of information are not 
so definite in their recommendations. 
There appears to be a feeling in some 
places that the sugar content of the 
milk is sufficient to prevent proper bac- 
terial action; that the lactic acid bac- 
terla may multiply so rapidly as to in- 
terfere with tank treatment, or that 
disagreeable odors may result. 

In practice, however, it appears that 
detention in the tank for 24 to 36 
hours largely overcomes these difficul- 
ties. The addition of small quantities 
of lime or other chemicals to the wastes 
may result in improved sedimentation. 

It appears that in most cases septic 
tanks will give good resulta in the 
treatment of dairy and creamery 
wastes. Capacity should be provided 
to store the entire flow of wastes for 
at least a 24-hour period. Secondary 
treatment is necessary unless there is 
a large quantity of diluting water. 
About three times as much capacity 
should be provided throughout as for 
the same volume of ordinary sewage. 

Sand filters should not be operated 
at a rate higher than 25,000 gallons 
per acre per day. 

Regarding stable wastes, little has 
been done in adapting tanks for their 
treatment, although this is a problem 
that arises quite frequently. After as 
much as possible of the solid ma- 
terials, such as hay, bedding and 
manure, has been removed, the wash- 
ings from the stable may be passed 
through a tank for clarification, and 
the effluent disposed of by subsurface 
lines.

Tank Should Be Large. 


While much depends upon the 
amount of water used and the propor- 
tion of solids in the washings, it is 
advisable to provide @ tank large 
enough to contain an entire day's 
wastes, and unless frequent cleaning 
of the tank is anticipated, an addi- 
tional 26 per cent capacity may be 
provided for storage of the solids that 
will settle out. The capacity of the 
secondary treatment devices should be 
the same as for creamery wastes. 

A few years ago the Pennsylvania 
department of health investigated the 
problem of laundry wastes. The con- 
clusions were that the day’s wastes 
should be equalized as to strength and 
rate of flow by storage, after which the 
wastes should be treated with acid and 
lime or iron and lime, settled for a 
short time in tanks, and given such 
secondary treatment as might be need- 
ed to prevent nuisance. 

In most cases a considerable reduc- 
tion in the objectionable features of 
the wastes from small laundries can be 
accomplished by passage through 
grease traps and settling tanks. If the

wastes are hot, the grease traps should 
be large enough to contain a sufficient 
quantity of water to cool rapidly the 
hot wastes coming into them, thus en- 
abling the separation of the grease. 
The size of the tank is a subject of 
opinion and some hold that a short 
period, one to three hours, is sufficient, 
while others prefer 20 to 24 hours’ de- 
tention. 

It should be remembered, in consid- 
ering trades wastes, that each installa- 
tion presents a more or less individual 
problem, and therefore a subject for 
special study. The local or State board 
of health is usually able to give valu- 
able advice, and should be consulted in

Proposals for special legislation af- 
fecting the navy are engaging the at- 
tention of the chiefs of Navy Depart- 
ment bureaus, the chief of naval oper- | 
ations and the general board, with a 
view toward sending by Secretary of 
the Navy Wilbur of recommendations 
to the congressional naval committees 
early in December denoting the order 
of preference with respect to the vari- 
ous measures. 

It had been expected that the depart- 
mental authorities would place the 
Britten bill, relating to promotion, re- 
tirement and elimination in the naval 
personnel, first, but it is understood 
that other measures will be pressed for 
the reason that they are considered of 
greater importance or more likely to be 
enacted during a short session. 

Among other measures being fur- 
thered by the department are the fol- 
lowing: To authorize admittance of de- 
pendents of naval personnel to naval 
hospitals, and extending the death 
gratuity law of 1920 to additional ben- 
eficiaries. 


Widows Are Named. 


Granting of commissary privileges to 
widows of naval personnel, modifying 
present laws governing appointment of 
retired officers by private concerns, 
amending laws governing sale of ships’ 
stores by increasing the profits to 15 
per cent, and several bills authorizing 
new construction at various naval sta- 
tions and at marine barracks, Quan- 
tico, Va., also are in the measure. 

Involved in the legislative program 
also is discussion of the annual esti- 
mates for maintenance of the naval es- 
tablishment and upkeep of the fleet, 
which will result in controversy becauss 
the allowances approved by the budget 
bureau are insufficient for maintenance 
im commission of all ships now in an 
active status. Preparations of the naval 
appropriation bill is entirely in the 
hands of the House appropriations com- 
mittee, but there are intimations that 
the naval committee will delve into the 
budget recommendations for funds and 
thus come into direct conflict with the 
appropriations committee. 


No Active Support. 
With respect to the Britten bill, it is 
understood that the Navy Department 
virtually has abandoned active support 


of that measure, which contemplates 
regulation of promotion by processes of 
retirement and elimination of officers 
and by extending selection of promo- 
tion to dower grades. The bill, after 
some Mearings before the House naval 
comamittee, was reported favorably at 
the last session, and now is on the 
House calendar. 

However, some members of the com- 
mittee are GCpposed to some features of 
the bill, and Senator Swanson, of Vir- 
ginia, has announced that he will op- 
pose the measure if it reaches the Sen- 
ate, because it seeks to extend the proc- 
ess of selection for promotion down into 
grades lower than those now subject to 
that system. I is, perhaps, knowledge 
of this situation at the Capitol, in both 
branches of Congress, that induces the 
Navy Department to make no special 
plea at the coming session in behalf of 
the measure.

The Court of Claims again has sus- 
tained the War Department and upset 
an assumed power of the comptroller 
general, by rendering a decision in 
favor of Warrant Officer Leland D. 


| Bradshaw, granting to him fiying pay, 


which had been withheld by the ac- 
counting officers. 

The case is of peculiar interest by 
reason of the fact that the court re- 
fused to accept the decision of the 
comptroller \general when that official 
attempted to define the nature of a 
flier’s duties. The officer was on duty 
at Langley Field, Va., in charge of re- 
pair of airplanes, and as a qualified 
airplane pilot he had to test the planes 
after repairing them to determine their 
fitness for flight. 

This duty was of a highly dangerous 
character, and involved constant flying. 
He accordingly was announced by his 


'commanding officer as on duty as re- 
_quiring participation in frequent aerial 
| flights. 


However, the War Department 
held that flying pay was available only 
for officers and enlisted men of the air 
corps, and that warrant officers were 
not included in that class. There- 
upon, the claimant’s orders detailing 
him to fiying duty were revoked. He 
continued, nevertheless, to perform 
flights in government aircraft after re- 
pairing them. 


He received no flying pay for this 
dangerous work. His request therefore 


was refused by the comptroller gen- 
eral. He then brought suit in the 
Court of Claims. The comptroller gen- 
eral justified his decision by assertion 
that duties of army warrant officers 
are “clerical, administrative and sup- 
ply duties,”’ and do not require partici- 
pation in aerial fiights. 

Judge Moss, in rendering the opin- 
ion of the court, said, among other 
things: 

“It may be conceded that under de- 
partmental regulations the duties of a 
warrant officer are ‘clerical, administra- 
tive and supply duties,’ services that 
naturally belong, as the term implies, 
to a noncombatant branch of the army. 
But in this case, plaintiff, a warrant 
officer, regardless of his technical 
status under the regulations, was de- 
tailed to a particular duty, which re- 
quired flying service. To have re- 
fused the detail would have subjected 
him to disciplinary action. He must 
obey orders. This service involved 
hazard, and the purpose of Congress 
in providing for extra pay was to com- 
pensate for the hazard of the special 
service. To require of plaintiff the per- 
formance of the hazardous duty, and 
then deny. him the extra compensa- 
tion, for the reason that his depart- 
mental status does not bring him with- 
in the strict letter of the statute, pro- 
duced an injustice it is not believed 
Congress intended.”

MACHINE GUN PLANNED 
FOR ARMY AIRPLANES 


Experimental Magazine Al- 
ready Has Been Tried Out 
by Ordnance Officers.

Ships to Remain in United 
States Ports Until After 
Christmas Holidays. 


WILL JOIN BATTLESHIPS 


Vessels of the scouting fleet that 
have been in;the vicinity of Guantana- 
mo, Cuba, gince the latter part of 


September, arrived at home ports last | 


week, to remain until after the Christ- 
mas holidays. 

Among those vessels are the battle- 
ship Florida, which left Boston No- 
vember 1 on a shake-down cruise fol- 


the light cruisers Richmond, Marble- 


Milwaukee; and destroyer squadrons 9 
and 14, most of the tenders and boats 
of which lately have been at Gonaives, 
Haiti, with the flagship Concord. Of 
these squadrons, the Dallas, Flusser, 
Osborne, Lamson, Brooks, Overton, 
Sturtevant, and Sands were at home 
yards for regular overhaul and did not 
go South with the fleet, and lately the 
Humphreys has been at Ceiba, Hondu- 
ras, and the J. K. Paulding at Blue- 
fields, Nicaragua. 

Vessels of the scouting fleet, with ex- 
ception of those on special service, are 
scheduled to remain at home yards un- 
til January 5, when they again will 
leave for the Guantanamo area, to 
remain until March 6. 

The battle fleet, which will proceed 
from the west coast through the Pan- 
ama Canal between March 6 and 9, 
will join the scouting fleet, after minor 
joint army and navy exercises at that 
place, and be under passage to Guanta- 
namo between March 9 and 15. The 
combined fleet will be in the Guanta- 
namo area until April 23, when it will 
leave for New York, tactical exercises 
will be conducted en route, and the 
ships will arrive at the latter place 
April 80. The ships will remain at New 
York until May 16, when they leave 
for the Narragansett bay area for 
grand joint army and navy exercises, 
which will continue until May 21. 

Admiral Charles F. Hughes, comman-

Places Men on Parity With 
Those in Navy in Way of 
Promotion. 


CUT IN COST PREDICTED 


Another measure relating to person- 
nel of the naval service that is destined 
to be brought before Congress is one 
relating to promotion, retirement and 
elimination of commissioned officers of 
the marine corps. A tentative draft of 
a bill was prepared by a board, headed 


by Brig. Gen. Ben H. Fuller, and it 
was submitted to the paymaster of the 
corps for estimates as to costs. : 

The draft, in general, follows princi- 
ples of the Britten bill relating to the 
line of the navy, with such changes as 
are required for the different situation 
existing in the marine corps. In the 
effort to produce a measure that, if en- 
acted, would place marine officers, as 
nearly as practicable, on a parity with 
those of the navy in the way of promo- 
tion, it was found that the provisions 
of the Britten bill that introduce length 
of service as a factor in promotion 
would not apply without modification 
equitably to the marine corps owing to 
the wide variance in numbers of those 
that were commissioned in the corps 
from year to year in the past. 

It is understood_that the board, in 
drafting the proposed legislation, which 
provides for selection for promotion and 
for elimination and retirement in a 
manner similar to that prescribed by 


the Britten bill, has succeeded in pro- 


ducing a measure that takes account of 
the inequality of numbers entering the 
corps from year to year, and that will 
not operate unnecessarily to the detri- 
ment of any particular class of officers. 

Like the Britten bill for the navy the 
estimate of cost submitted by the pay- 
master shows that the marine corps 
measure would result in increase of ex- 
penditures for personnel maintenance 


‘during the first six years and that 


thereafter there would be a gradual 
diminution, with ultimately a cost less 
than that of the personnel under pres- 
ent laws.

A distinguished foreign. visitor, Dr. 
Ernest Jackh, founder and president 
of the Institute of Political Sciences at 
Berlin, will lecture at the foreign serv- 
ice school the evening of December 6 
at 8 o’clock, on “The New Germany 
With Its Present Relations With Eu- 
rope.” ;

Holding of a national Farm Boys’ and Girls’ 
club camp here, June 16 to .22, 1927, has 
been announced by the United State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, following presentation 
of the plans for the camp to the extension sec- 
tion of the Association of Land-Grant Col- 
leges. . 

The boys and girls attending this camp will 
represent the 600,000 or more members of 
the Farm Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs conducted by 
the cooperative extension service of the United 
States rtment of Argricuiture and the 
State agricultural colleges. The boys and 
gifls in these clubs are éngaged in carrying 
on practical demonstrations in better methods 
of farming and homemaking. Among the 
leading lines of club work are growing corn, 
potatoes, cotton and other crops, pigs, beef 
and dairy calves and poultry, clothing con- 
struction and ¢are, food preparation and 
‘preservation and home improvement. 

‘Bach State in the entire country, according 
to the plans for the national camp, may select 
two boys and two girls as representative club 
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A seven-day program has been outlined 
for the camp. 
customary camp exercises of flag raising, set- 
ting-up exercises and a swim, there will be 
addresses in the assembly hall of the new 
National museum by persons prominent in 
governmental affairs on matters of national 
interest. There.will be both junior and adult 
conferenceg and joint meetings of the groups 
on questions presented by members of the 
camp. 

Time is provided on the camp schedule for 
educational trips about Washington’ which 
will enable the boys and girls to become bet- 
ter acquainted with the organization of the 
gOvernmént and the work of its various 
branchés. 

Evening programs for the week include a 
national 4-H radio night, a concert by the 
United States Marine band, a candlelight cere- 
mony and council circle conducted by the 
club members and‘a banquet. ' 

It is expected that it will be possible for 
both junior and adult club leaders to camp on 
the grounds of the Department of Agriculture.

tion. My mind, however, was perfectly clear.

“Such an 
unprecedented movement —- the greatest 
peace-time transatlantic: movement in the 
world’s history—certainly is clothed with a 
public interest, as a newspaper editor told me 
not long ago,”’ writes Commander Savage. 

“My own opinion, and that of the Legion

Con- 
tact and knowledge, it is said, are the basis 
of international understanding. If this be so, 
then 30,000 Americans drawn from every 
State in the Union will carry back with them 
a real sympathy for France and_ her

| can not give very long descriptions of 
the models I have selected from my new 
winter creations to show you in this article, 
hecause the effect of my dresses resides not 
in a wealth of ornamental- matter combined 
in a complicated fashion but in exclusiveness 
of cut and line. I might say in passing that 
some of the most exquisitely beautiful gowns 
that I have ever seen were made simply out 
of one piece of material without any decora- 
tion or trimming whatever. There is an ele- 
gance and dignity and suppleness and charm 
to be achieved through the cut and line that 
is unknown to the woman who has only 
looked for effects in combinations of color 
and elaborateness of design. I do not hold 
myself to any hard and fast rules, understand, 
but simplicity is now and has always been 
the keynote of my collections, and if I men- 


tion this now I will prepare you for a con- 
sideration of my theories of dressing a 
woman. 

Most women dress in such manner as to 
provoke the compliment: ‘‘Didn’t that dress 
look wonderful on Madame So-and-So?”’ But 
the truly well dressed woman calls forth the 
much dearer remark: ‘“Didn’t Madame So- 
and-So look wonderful?” 


Woman Her Own Greatest Asset. 


The former remark is the result of sub- 
ordinating herself to her dress. This is most 
injudicious behavior. She would subordi- 
nate the dress to herself and remember 
that she, not her wardrobe, constitutes her 
own greatest asset. Many women dress at the 
top of their voices and they are for a. while 
good to “‘show” but worth little to ‘‘know,”’ 
and their popularity is of a transient and 
unenviable quality. 


Remember Nature’s Models. 


While lavishing praise on the models in 
the big salons of Paris, it would be well to 
pause from time to time and remember the 
models of Nature herself. I never permit 
any theatrical demonstration or otherwise 
unnatural display in my maison. The manne- 
quins pass without any affected movement, 
just like ladies in a parlor. The woman who 
is finest, most distinguished and original is 
always on the side of nature. My ideal—and 
if I have a secret I think it is this—is to ren- 
der woman a graceful, supple, delicate crea- 
ture, with a bust held in natural check, pro- 
moting as far as *is consistent with natural 
Taws a slender appearance. If the skirt 
sometimes allows wideness, there is added 
the unexpected tendency to accentuate the ele- 
gance of the bust and the daintiness of the 
legs. If the uncovered neck is in evidence, it 
pleases the eye by its variety, although re- 
maining always very correct in its propor- 
tions. 

Even in my most daring creations,. exist- 
ing in formal evening gowns, I try to come 
to the extreme limits of imagination without 
deviating from the rules of good taste. And 
I make every model in my collection adapt 
itself to the hour of the day for which it is 
intended to be worn. Sober for the morn- 
ing, practical for sport, smart and refined 
for the afternoon and full of imagination and 
luxury for the evening. 

Nowhere are the taste and art of a well- 
dressed woman more apparent than in the 
adaptation of her garments to the needs of 
the hour. 
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An elaborate evenigg gown of black moire; 
relies upoa cut and texture for its effect, as 
it has no trimming whatever. The interest is 
all concentrated in the back, where intricate 
drapery gives the effect of a peacock tail.

easily in all the accessories. 
Whether they are the evening bags inspired 
by ancient documents and transposed accord- 
ing to the taste of the day;, the afternoon 
bags, practical on afcount of their forms and 
unexpected by the assortment of their colors:

And, the worst of it is, they all 
expect some new specific, some simple but 
spectacular cure that no one ever told them 
about before; whereas the secret of a flawless 
complexion lies entirely in inner and outer 
cleanliness, 

Blackheads—-to be frank-—~are simply dirt 
lodged in enlarged pores. The _ g6o-called 
‘whiteheads’? are accumulations of oil or se- 


‘cretions not so grimy, lodged similarly. Not 


a Pleasant idea, truly, but one that must be 
faced. 


Be Clean Inside! 


The girl with such complexion troubles 
should begin at once to keep track of her 


diet. No sweets between meals, no matter 
how much she may be tempted to break the 
day up into little sections by eating candy. 
If she must have something, let it be an 
apple or a.gilase of orange juice. Heavy 
gauces and gravies are bad’as dinner accom- 
paniments, as is too much fried food, too 
much cream or butter—anything, in fact, 


sthat could he classified as greasy. Pastry cake 


with whipped cream—these are*desserts that 
must be eschewed in‘favor of such light des- 
serts as fruits, gelatines or water-ices. 

None of this diet regulation will be effica- 
cious, however, unless the bowele are regu- 
lated, for waste accumulations in the body 
poison the blood stream with the most appall- 
ing results. An internal specialist will often 
tell an unsuspecting patient of “‘poieon poo 
ete’? that are the’ result of all her facial 
troubles, after which he will put her on a 
course of diet, exercisé and medicine. To 
take an internal bath once a week ig a wise 


precaution and one especially. necessary to 


the sufferer from blackheads. 
Clean the Face Thoroughly. 


As for the external cleanliness, this is rarer 
than a superficial observer would gather. The 
fastidious woman with plenty of leisure 
cleanses her face many times a day, but all 
of us should aim at three times——in the morn- 
ing, before dressing for dinner, and when we 
go to bed. Never, never go to bed with make- 
up on your face; if you do, you'll deserve to 
be twice as badly attacked. during the ensu- 
ing week. . 


- Lotions and Creams for the Oily Skin. 


Greasy vi ah are not to be pecommenied 
for an odly ; Yether, the light Wee. 
cream that ~ easily, Cleansing lot 
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are beneficial, and so are mild soaps and 
warm water followed by cold. But, whether 
you're a devotee of the former or the latter 
method of cleansing the face, remember that 
thoroughness is the secret of success. To be 
half-way. clean is almost worse than not to be 
clean at all, because we have deceived our- 
selves as to the seriousness of our condition, 
An occasional session with cotton dipped in 
eau de cologne cleanses, refreshes and dries 
the skin. A lotion as a powder base is better 
than a vanishing cream for the oily skin. Dry 
rouge, or anything else grimed into the skin, 
is bad; if necessary give up rouge for a while, 
or use a good grade of the liquid kind. And 
don't scrub in your powder. Use a big, fluffy 
puff, and brush off the surplus. 


For Aggravated Cases, 


For aggravated cases of blackheads, where 
mild methods won't.suffice, the face, should 


be steamed under a hot cloth and each indi- 
vidual disfiguration should be dealt with sep- 
arately. The hot water will soften the hard 
little deposit, which may then be pressed out. 
But great care should be taken not to irritate 
the skin by doing too much at once, or by 
bruising the flesh with undue pressure. Care 
must be taken, too, not to infect the other 
pores. Sponging the face with antiseptic and 
dipping the fingers in the same solution will 
prevent infection, and wrapping the fingers 
with a protecting towel or a bit of absorbent 
canee will do away with the danger of bruis- 
ng. 

There are many good medicated salves and 
ointments on the market that may be rubbed 
into the face after such an operation—-the 
sort that are advertised as specifics for skin 
diseas or a little zine qxide or ammoniated: 
mercurial cintment will answer the purpose.

AFFECTING MILLIONS. 


At least one person out of every five or six 
in this country is definitely suffering from 
weak or painful feet-—in round numbers, be- 
tween 20,000,000 and 25,000,000. 

When America went to war the medical 
examiners found that one man in every eight 
passed upon had fallen arches, And the young 


male population of the draft constituted the 
strongest class of men, physically, in the na- 
tion.

They fee) that no harm 
4will come from 18 or even 36 holes of their 
favorite Game on the one day a week they 
get a chance to play it. As a result, instead 
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of lowering their scores, they frequently low- 
er their arches. A golf professional who once 


overtaxed his feet in this way had to play 
three years in specially made kid shoes with 
rigidly built arches as a penalty. 

The ten leading causes of foot trouble are 
listed by Mr. Amid as follows: 

Sudden breakdown of foot muscles, due to 
unaccustomed use after long inactivity. 

General aversion to walking. 

Long hours of standing, as in the cases of 
teachers, policemen and clerks. 

Overloading——fat people seem often cursed 
with small feet. 

High heels persistently worn. 

Any illness that leaves the-body in a weak- 
ened condition. | 

Local injuries that cause bad foot habits, 
such as turning the foot to ease a hurt toe. 

Shoe salespeople who don’t know how to 
fit the feet of their customers correctly. 

Incorrect walking-——‘‘toeing out.”’ 

Vanity—-which compels at léast half of us 
to buy shoes too short and tight, to create the 
illusion that we have ‘‘small feet.’’

-NEW WARFARE ON CRIME 
IS STARTED BY SCIENCE | 


There is a remedy for the crime ‘‘wave’’ 
which has become a rising flood in America, 
and science can help to supply it. The rem- 
edy is more prompt and certain conviction of 
the criminal. Science can aid this through 
the ‘methods of practical psychology that re- 
veal the innermost workings of the human 
mind. The same psychological tests that are 
being used successfully in business and in- 
dustry can be applied, as several remarkable 
recent developments have shown, to study 
criminals and to exact the truth from wit- 
nesses. 

Such is the statement of Dr. E. E. Free in 
the December issue of Popular Science Month- 
lv, There are two ways, he says, in which 
psychological science can ‘help detect crime. 
One is by helping to determine when wit- 
nesses are telling the truth and when they 
are lying. The other is by eliminating from 
a list of suspected persons those for whom 
that particular crime would bea psychological! 
impossibility. 

One way to accomplish the first of these is 
by means of “‘lie detectors,”’ which show, au- 
tomatically, any attempt of a witness to tell a 
falsehood. Some of these instruments record 
the heartbeats of the witness; the strain and 
excitement of trying to Hie usually cause a 
quickening of the heartbeats. Another instru- 
ment. devised by Dr. W. H. Bates, an oculist, 
of New York city, measures the exact shape of 
the witness’ eyeballs from moment to mo- 
ment. Dr. Bates has found that lying. may 
create a bodily strain which tightens the 
muscles around the eye, and alters the shape

of the eyeball. 
alteration. 

A test of guilt or innocence which the psy- 
chological criminologists have found to be 
even more reliable depends on another bod- 
ily reaction which apparently is absolutely be- 
vond the control of the subject. This is the 
electric resistance of the skin, which is known 
to alter whenever the subject experiences any 
emotion. Many detectors have been con- 
structed on this principle. The most recent 
one is that devised by a New York psvcho- 
logist, Dr. David Wechsler. With this ap- 
paratus the person to be examined dips two 
fingers into salty water in small porcelain 
jars. A small current, too feeble to be felt, 
is passed between the two jars and through 
the fingers. Meters connected with this cir- 
cuit measure the resistance of the skin, 

In most examinations of witnesses, lr. 
Free declares, the device would prove an in- 
valuable, and utterly unconscious, index of 
how much the witness was emotionally dis- 
turbed from moment to moment during the 
examination. The notorious Hall-Mills mur- 
der case at New Brunswick, N, J,, he says. 
would have been an excellent one in which to 
try some lie-detecting device like that af Dr. 
Wechsler. If one knew just what articles oy 
questions were exciting and disturbing to the 
various witnesses, a theory of the crime would 
easily be found. The facts discovered psy- 
chologically might not actually solve the mys- 
tery, but they would be sure to yield valuable 
clues.

and probably the most admired of liv- 
ing men he has always been very much of a 
man of mystery. 

In spite of his democratic travels all over 
the globe and the faithfulnes with which the 
newspapers and magazines mirror the details 
of his daily life there are many things about 
his past and present and his probable future 
that are a great puzzle to his loyal subjects 
and also to his many friends and admirers 
Ouiside the British empire.

This book, which is just off the press, is 
called “Hl. R. H.,’’ and it is the first author- 
ized biography of the heir to the English 
throne. It'reveals many new and surprising 
facts about the character and habits, the 
likes and dislikes, the regrets and ambitions 
of Prince Edward. 

Unfortunately for the public’s curiosity, 
Maj. Verney carefully avoids any explanation 
of the reasons why the prince, now. 31 years 
old, remains a bachelor. But he does give 
illuminating information 
about the young man’s attitude toward girls:

His liking for the dance floor 
is advertised probably more widely than any 
other of his so-called ‘human’ traits, an as- 
pect of publicity which has contributed large- 
ly to the lame view of him that is current 
among people who form their impressions on 
superficial evidence.

ODD FISHES CLIMB 
TREES; BURN LIGHTS | 


What are the greatest wonders of the sea? 
Ask Dr. Charles H. Townsend, director of 
the aquarium, New York city, and you will 
hear some strange and interesting things. 

‘What makes the public wonder‘:most, and 
what is most wonderful, are not always the 
same,” he says in an interview in the Decem- 
ber Popular Science Monthly. ‘‘People who 
come to the aquarium are most interested in 
the little sea horse that climbs trees. He is 


among the few fishes with grasping tails. 
Like a monkey, he uses the tail to cling to 
seaweed and other marine objects. , 

“Our sightseers like little things and big 
things. After the sea horse, they. like to 
lock at the 200-pound Grouper, one of the 
biggest of fishes, called Jewfish in the books. 
They like to watch the shark swimming 
about with some ‘shark suckers’ fastened 
to his under side. 
themselves by air suction disks, like vacuum 
cleaners, on their heads. They are bluish 
fishes, shaped somewhat like the shark, 
‘though of course much smaller, 
‘commensals,’ meaning that they eat with the 
shark. They take the scraps that fall from 
his table. The suction disks are among 
nature’s most remarkable appliances. The 
whale, the shark and the swordfish are 
other of the big things which the ‘public 
likes. | 

“But the wonders to scientific men who 
visit our aquarium are somewhat different. 
.i. The two creatures that arouse their greatest 
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curiosity are the horseshoe crab, or Limulus, 
and the mudfish or bowfin, known as Amia. 
The horseshoe crab, which looks like a 
flattened beehive witha rat tail, is the only 
living animal related to the extinct trilobite, 
whose fossils are so well-known. The mud- 
fish, which looks like many other fishes to 


laymen except for. a thickening of the tail, 
is a descendant of one of the early forms 
of fish life. It belongs to a line long extinct, 
dating back unknown thousands of years. 

“In the eternal darkness, miles down, 

under terrific pressure and intense cold, 
nature has evolved some of the strangest 
creatures. There is the ‘Blind Ipnops,’ for 
instance. It has no eyes, but carries a 
searchlight on top of its head. Now, what 
does a blind fish want with a searchlight?

S$ut Maj. Verney makes it perfectly plain 
that Wales has been trained from babyhood 
for the job of a king, that his life has beev 
one of constant. study under striet private 
tutors, in the empire’s two naval colleges, at 
sea, aS a subaltern in the British army and in 
Oxford and with the English forces during 
the trying days of the world war. No favors 
were shown the young man, he says, and he 
wanted none. 

That the prince is, even now, well able to 
take over the scepter of the British empire 
is thus. expressed by the man who has re- 
moved much of the mystery from the slight 
figure of Britain’s coming king: 

“Reviewing all I know of H. R. ii. and all 
I have seen of him, I must say that there is a 
bigness about him, a 
places him in a class by himself. I am in- 
clined to think that he is not only a very 
great gentleman, but that he is possibly the 
biggest thing we have got in our empire at 
present.”’ 


As if to stamp out tne ugly rumor that 
the Prince of Wales is afflicted by a nervous 
disorder, Maj. Verney admits that the prince 
was noticeably nervous as a lad but insists 
that it was the many inhibitions laid upon 
him by his future office that made him dif- 
fident and shy and jumpy. ' 

In another chapter, the author of “H. R. 
H.’’ aims a blow at the ‘‘wide-spread illusion 
of the prince’s nervousness”’ by’saying: ‘‘For 
some considerable time he has been abso- 
lutely master of himself in all circumstances, 
and is rarely, if ever, self-conscious. He has 
certain mannerisms, such as fingering his tie, 
stroking his hair, moving his position, or 
toying with his speech notes, which convey 
to the onlooker an impression of nervous- 
ness.”’ 

Maj. Verney declares that Wales’ ‘‘human- 
ness’’ is never put on, and that it is rooted 
in ‘‘the loving interest and personal attention 
of a mother who was a woman first and 
princess second, and regarded motherhood 
as a greater privilege than royal rank.” 

' “With no effort, and I think no conscious 
intent,’’ writes the major, “he brings down 
tradition from its cold and lofty altar and 
gives it human life and human touch. With 
a smile and fine brotherhood he places the

‘hand of the past into the palm of the present 


and pushes class. and caste into the melting 
pot where they belong.”’ 

Of the prince’s voyages, which many have 
sarcasticaliy called ‘‘royal joy rides,’ Maj.

THE SUPER-TELESCOPE 


A super-telescope, 25 feet in diameter, 
dwarfing all other existing astronomical in- 
struments and making possible scientific dis- 
coveries of far-reaching importance, is per- 
fectlv feasible if only $12,000,000 or so were 
forthcoming to makeit. Francis G. Pease, of 
the Mount Wilson observatory, describes in 
detail this hypothetical astronomical giant in 
an article in the Proceedings of the Astron- 
omical Society of the Pacific. 

Such a huge instrument would of necessity 
he a reflector, in which a concave mirror re- 
places the convex lens of the small spyglass. 
While the mechanical problems of such an in- 
Btrument would be relatively easy to solve. 
savs Mr. Pease, there is at present no ideal 
material from which the mirror could be 
made. 

The big 100-inch telescope at Mount Wil- 
son, the largest in the world at present, in 
the design and construction of which Mr. 
Pease had an important part, has a mirror of 
glass, on the upper surface of which is a coat- 
ing of silver. The making of a glass mirror 
25 feet in diameter possesses no more in- 
herent difficulties than did the construction of 
ihe 100-inch,. he believes, but glass has cer- 
tain disadvantages, such as change in shape 
with variations in temperature and tarnishing 
of the silver coating. 

Astronomers, therefore, look forward, says 
Mr. Pease, to a material such as a hypotheti- 
cal alloy. which he calls ‘‘mirrorite.’’ Mir- 
rorite, when made into a mirror, should re- 
flect light as well as silver, should be free 
from tarnish like the stainless steel now 
often used in cutlery, should not change ap- 


preciably with the temperature, a property 
now possessed by a steel alloy known as in- 
var, and should be as light as magnalium, an 
aluminum-magnesium alloy which has already 
been used for some smaller telescope mirrors. 

Mr. Pease believes that the hope for such 
a substance is no idle dream. ‘‘There is a 
promising field for research in the investiga- 


tion of metal alloy, suitable for mirrors. 
When one considers the enornfous number of 
possible combinations of metals, it should be 
possible to find an alloy which would be light 
in weight, which could be cast either solid or 
as a ribbed plate, and which could be easily 
silvered if not in itself possessing excellent 
permanent reflecting properties. 

‘‘Alloys are now known which possess some 
of these desirable properties, and it may be 
that the addition of other metals, or new 
combinations of them, would yield the desired 
material.’

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Prince Rupert, swashbuckling soldier of the 
seventeenth century, and nephew to King 
Charles First of England, was no more super- 
stitious than were those around him. Yet he 
believed firmly that his luck depended on his 
big white poodle, Boye. 

The'dog was beautiful and lovable, and had 
a kind of elfin cleverness which impressed ig- 
norant people with the idea that he was a 
devil in disguise. The prince knew better, 
but nevertheless clung to the belief that Boye 
was his mascot. Others spoke of the poodle 
as “‘the dog that carries the prince’s luck.’’ 

England was making ready for its terrific 
civil war between King Charles and the par- 
liament, the war which ended by the cutting 
off of Charles’ head and by the rise of Oliver 
Cromwell to supreme power. The king’s fol- 
lowers were known as cavaliers.. The parlia- 
mentary party were called Roundheads, pe- 
cause of their cropped hair. 

Rupert hurried over to England to fight at 
his uncle’s side in the dawning war. With 
him came Boye. King Charles was charmed 
by the poodle’s beauty and brains, and hinted 
strongly that Boye would be a most acceptable 
gift from his nephew. But, though a royal 
hint was a royal command, Rupert risked of- 
fending the king by refusing to give up his 
mascot. . 

Almost at once the Roundheads (or Puri- 
tans) noticed the king’s fondness for Boye. 
They declared the dog was a demon and that 
he was the monarch’s ‘“‘familiar spirit.”” They 
wrote tracts to that effect, accusing poor Boye 
with having power to perform all manner of 
evil magic.

Spooky Bumps His Head, 

This is the time of year when accidents 
among birds are numerous. A great number 
of these are fatal. They are caused by strik- 
ing various obstructions, such as buildings, 
wires and other objects during the migratory 
flight. Occasionally the birds are only 
stunned and can continue on their way. i 
was somewhat surprised to have reported to 
me recently an accident of this sort which 
happened to a screech owl. Spooky isn’t one 
likely to bump his head in any such manner; 
but he did in this case, probably confused by 
a light. 

‘‘A little owl flew against a window of my 
house,”’ says William D, Flagg. ‘‘He was not 
dead, merely stunned, so I took him into the 
house. This precipitated a discussion as to 
whether I should kill or liberate him. My 
wife, quite naturally, was averse to the kill- 
ing of the bird. But I took the ground chat 
it would be an act of mercy to other birds if 
I killed the marauder. However, Mrs. Flagg, 
as usual, prevailed and I liberated the little 
fellow, who by this time had fully revived. 
Now, Mr. Burgess, was I right or wrong”?”’ 

Mr. Flagg has placed me in a rather deli- 
cate position. Of course, a woman is always 
right—in public. However, it happens that I 
can decide in Mrs. Flagg’s favor with a clear 
conscience.

Available evidence goes to show that the good 
he does outweighs the harm. 
should be protected. 

The Disappearing Antlers, 

This is the season when Lightfoot the deer 
is hard put to it to save his crown from the 
hunters. This crown—the antlers; commonly 
but wrongly called horns——has ‘occasioned 
many a discussion among hunters. All male 
members of the deer family, including onr 
familiar white tail deer, the mule deer, the 
caribou, elk and moose, are crowned with ant- 
lers at this season of the year. Not many 
weeks hence most of them will be crownless. 
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branching antlers will have been dropped. 
What becomes of them? Why is it that with 
such numbers as are annually dropped in the 
woods so few are found? The answer is em- 
bodied in elements and rodents. 

Hard as this horn-like substance seems, it 
in reality is composed of thirty-nine parts an- 
imal matter and sixty-one parts earthy matter, 
similar to that in common bone, according to 
Seton. This means that disintegration will 
take place on exposure to the elements and the 
antlers will crumble away. . But rodents—rats, 
mice, gophers, even Prickly Porky the porcu- 
pine—delight to gnaw them. It is doubtful 
if a shed antler lies very long undiscovered by 
the bright eyes of one or more members of the 
gnawing tribe. So. the elements and the ro- 
dents combined dispose of the antlers that are 
dropped each year. 

Native Fish the Most Interesting. 


Ruth E. Brown has a thirty-gallon aquar- 
ium, wherein she keeps several of our native 
fish, and finds them much more interesting 
than goldfish. Here is what she says: 

“Barly in June I filled my tank with water 
and plants. I then introduced six wild black- 
nosed dace. They were very shy until a week 
later, when I introduced five sunfish, com- 
monly called ‘kivers,’ or ‘pumpkin seeds.’ These 
were not at all afraid and greedily ate bits of 
worms. Seeing this, the dace lost their fear 
and all would snatch at food from my fingers. 

“A short time later I was fortunate to have 
a ‘darter’ given me. He has rather large fins 
for a fish of his size and swims with a series of 
jerks. As soon 4s he stops exerting himself 
he settles to the bottom and rests on his front 
fins. Sometimes it looks as if he walked on 
his fins. For about two weeks I could not get 
Johnny Darter to eat anything, because the 
other fish snatched the food near the surface. 
Finally I tried passin 
between my fingers. The darter waited 4 mo- 
ment, then like a flash took the worm, #rom 
that day to this he has waited for me to hand 
him his food. My fish family eat scrambled 
egg, eraped raw beef, chopped worms and 
other food. 

I find our native: wild fish much more active 
and more interesting than goldfish. 


Did the Squirre) Know What He Was Doing? 


Here is another squirrel story, the truth of 
which is vouched for by Lucy A. Jennison. 
Says she, “I have a room on the third tloor

The 
overflow from a tank in the attic leads out on 
this roof and both squirrels and birds come 
there to drink. One morning early last spring 
a squirrel wanted a drink, but found tne 
water frozen. After walking around the ice 
he lay down on it and remained there until 
the ice had melted enough for him to get his 
drink, I feed the squirrels and jays pea- 
nuts. A jay will carry a peanut to a consid- 
erable height, then drop it on the frozen 
ground. This breaks the shell and he goes 
down and eats the kernel.’’ 

The melting of the ice by the squirrel was 
perhaps merely coincidence, which looked !ike 
a reasoned out performance. Hut the drop- 
ping of the nuts by the jay is merely an adap- 


station of a clever trick frequently used by 


gulls and crows along the seashore, They will 
drop shellfish from considerable heights on 
rocks or hardened road in order to break the 
shell. These incidents are splendid illustra- 
tions of the difficulty we continually encour- 
ter in assigning reason to birds and animals. 
Had that squirrel been seen a number of 
times thawing ice to get a drink the evidence 
would be more conclusive that he had rea- 
soned the thing out. 


A Naturalist’s Question Box, 

E. S. Hawkes writes of a loon being art- 
tacked by a seal off the coast of Maine, and 
asks if seals are a menace to water fowl. 

I never have heard that they are. The fact 
that this loon was not eaten by the seal would 
indicate that the bird was not attacked for 
food. Probably the bird had been crippled in 
some way. This was simply one of these un- 
usual incidents difficult to account for be- 
cause we do not have all the facts,

several seasons. She asks if these are com- 
mon. : 

No. The partridge berry normally is red.

NAVY FLIES FIRST 
UNDERSEA PLANE 


When Uncle Sam’s submarine S-1 emerged 
from beneath the waters of Long Island 
sound near New London, Conn., a few weeks 
ago, it was seen to carry a strange burden on 
its back. The burden was in the form of a 
long cylindrical ‘tank resting on the subma- 
rine’s deck just aft of the conning tower. 


The rear end of the cylinder opened, and 
from it, like a moth hatching from a cocoon, 
there appeared the body of a baby flying ma- 
chine, a seaplane. At first it was wingless 
and tailless. There was no propeller at its 
nose, and no landing gear beneath. But quick- 
ls these, too, came out of the cocoon, and 
quickly they were fastened to the body, Now 
a sturdy little single-seater rested neatly on 
itc pontoons on the deck of the submarine, 
ready for flight. 

The submarine submerged ‘until its deck 
sank beneath the water’s surface, casting the 
seaplane afloat. With 60-horsepower motor 
roaring merrily and propeller awhirl, the 
little winged craft darted away, swimming 
the tops of the waves, then climbing into the 
sky. 

So, successfully, was completed the first 
test of the United States navy’s newest idea 
in fighting equipment-—the submarine sea- 
plane, designed to add aerial ‘‘eyes’’ to the 
ships that scout beneath the sea. 

4 This remarkable midget plane, described 
og ne December Popular Science Monthly, 


was designed under the supervision of the 
bureau of aeronautics. Weighing only 1,900 
pounds, it can be taken out of its shell and 
assembled in 9 minutes, ready for the take- 
off. At top speed it travels at 103 miles an 
hour. , 

Returning to the submarine after its flight, 
it floats back to the deck. Wings, propeller, 
landing gear and tail section are dismantled, 
and all are tucked snugly away again in the 
waterproof tank, ready for the journey under 
sea. 

The idea of launching scouting airplanes 
from the decks of warships is not new; all 
the great navies have adopted the practice 
with varying degrees of success. This, how- 
ever, is the first time it has ever been applied 
successfully to underwater craft.

74. persons—approximately one-half of those 
arrested—-were convicted and given peniten- 
tiary sentences. More than this, $3,852,- 
855.87 of the $6,546,080.48 was recovered! 

A somewhat gloomy picture for the would- 
be mail robber, and a still gloomier one when 
it is recorded that government postal in- 
spectors never give up. 

To illustrate, Johnson, alias Port- 
land Ned, probably one of the most experi- 
enced safecrackers in the world, was arrested 
on August 14,2914, at Danbury, North Caro- 
lina, on an indictment covering the burglary 
by him of the postoffice at Plymouth, North 
Carolina, June 13, 1898. Johnson, when con- 
fronted with the charges against him, asked 
to know if the inspector ‘‘was raking up thé 
graveyard’’ against him. The incident is 
reminiscent of Scotland Yard traditions. 


A million of the six. million loot in 1921 
came out of a mail truck at the lower end of 
New York’s Broadway. The principals of 
that robbery were none other than Gerald 
Chapman and ‘‘Dutch’’ Anderson. What be- 
came of them needs no explanation. 


The same might be said of the St. Louis, 
Mo., messenger holdup on April 2, 1923. 
While no one was sentenced to hang for this 
robbery, nevertheless, out of twenty arrested 
in connection with it, eleven got penitentiary 
sentences ranging from thirty years to two 
years each. -Of the $2,407,374 stolen, 
$2,400,000 was recovered. This was a very 
expensive robbery—for the bandits. 

In the Rondout robbery__Rondout, IIL, 
June 12, 1924—-much the same story ob- 
tains, with the exception that the govern- 
ment has not recovered quite so much to 
date from the bandits. The convictions in 
this case were 50 per cent of the arrests, but 
of the $2,050, 611 stolen only $1,418,250 has 
been recovered. 

For the years Sarre ee June 30, 1920, up 
until the present time there have been eighty- 
three major mail depredations with a total 
loss of $16,364,556.91. That is the bandits’ 
side of the report. For the governmeni’s side 
there is the recovery of $10,287,661.56 of

A postoffice inspector never quits his trail 
of a crook until he is either dead or behind 
the bars. ‘‘The criminal world has a whole- 
some fear of postoffice inspectors,’’ says Chief 
Inspector Simmons, ‘‘and it is because of the 
reputation of these inspectors for ‘keeping at 
it’ long after most officers of the law are 
willing to quit and forget. The ideal here is 


‘that the United States mail is such a sacred 


institution that no tampering with it or 
fraudulent use of it shall go unpunished, even 
though it may take, as it often does, five, ten 
or more years to discover or run down the 
offender.’’ 

How cleverly these government sleuths 
bend themselves to their tasks is found in a 
typical ‘“‘run down’’ case in the southwestern 
section of the United States not so long ago. 
The history of it runs thus: Registered let- 
ters and packages were being rifled persist- 
ently. The thefts were traceable to one of 
six postoffices but which one was a question 
hard to determine. ‘ 


One feature of the thefts, however, was 
that after each one the package or envelope 
was resealed. This fact gave one of the in- 
spectors at work on the case an idea. He 
kept it to himself, but put it to work. A few 
weeks later he was handed a letter that had 
been opened, rifled and resealed. He mois- 
tened the flap and held it to his nose. He 
smiled and calmly announced the postoffice 
where the thefts were taking place. He had 
simply impregnated with a different perfume 
the mucilage used in each of the six offices 
under suspicion, 

Aside from using armed guards to protect 
the mails the government has been interested 
in getting the railroads to adopt a new type 
of railway mail car—a bandit-proof car. 
This car——of steel—is provided with three 
port holes, patterned after the armored tanks 
of war time. Two of the port holes are de- 
s gned for firing upon bandits with riot guns, 
rifles or service revolvers. 

The ‘third hole in the car is made to ac- 
-ommodate a high-powered magnesium candle

MAGNETIC DEVICE 
FINDS 


RAIL FLAWS 


While defective rails are known to be re- 
sponsible for disastrous railroad wrecks in- 
volving huge losses of life and property an- 
nually, until recently there was no means of 
detecting the hidden fiaws in the rails, which 


caused these catastrophes, Now Japanese 


engineer, M. Suzuky, brings forward an in- | 


vention perfected in the laboratory of the 
Japanese government railways at Tokyo, to 
detect such internal defects as transverse 
cracks, impurities, and so on in the rails. 
The defectoscope, as the new device is 
called, detects these flaws by magnetism. As 
described in the December Popular Science 
Monthly, it consists of two parts; a powerful 
electromagnet which creates a magnetic flow 
in the section of rail under test; and an ex- 
ploring coil, working on aff entirely separaic 
ek: ‘cuit, that records any variation in the mag- 
netic flow. This is the brains of the appa- 
ratun 
So long as the fiow Pon constant, as it 
will in a perfec: rail of uniform ercss seciion 


and density, the exploring coil will be elec-— 


trically ‘“‘dead’’ and will show ro reading on 
the attached galvyanometer, an electrical in- 


strument for measuring minute electric cur- 
rents. If a flaw is encountered as the magnet 
moves along on its own wheels, the magnetic 
flow will suddenly drop and return to norma) 
again, inducing a current in the exploring coil 
which the galvanometer records. In thig way 
the slightest flaws may be dotected before 
they become dangerous. 

With the new apparatus about 100 rails 
can be tested in an hour.

Years Ago.

ERHAPS,no part of Washington has 
retained the appearance of the middle 
nineteenth century so nearly as what 
we knew as the ‘City Hall’’ neighbor- 

hood. Very closely associated with my early 
impressions is the irregular quadrangle 
bounded by Indiana avenue, Third street, C 
street and what we called Four-and-a-Half 
street, which is now Known as John Marshall 
place. An interesting paper on the old resi- 
dences. in C street was presented to the 
Columbian Historical society some years ago 
by Mr. Zevely, whose name awakens vague 
associations in my mind, as possibly one of 
the Rittenhouse academy boys. I read this 
paper in the published ‘‘Proceedings’’ of the 
society and found that the names most em- 
phasized happened to be generally those 
which had made least impression on my boy- 
ish mind, while those which I would most 
wish to dwell upon were either omitted or 
passed over with slight attention. More- 
over, the other streets of the above mention- 
ed irregular quadrangle are inextricably en- 
twined in my memory with C street. So 
what I have to say will be supplementary, in 
no wise contradictory, and only to a very 
slight degree repetitious of Mr. Zevely’s 
paper. . 

In my last article, that on ‘‘The Avenue,” 
I referred to the Fendall building, at the 
corner of Indiana avenue and John Marshall 
place as occupying the site of the home of 
Mr. Philip R. Fendall, one of the leading 
lawyers of old Washington and the father .of 
one of its most distinguished families. Mr. 
Fendall’s activities were before the time of 
my direct memory; but in such a case it is 
not easy to distinguish always between what 
was heard familiarly spoken of in early life 
and: things which one actually remembers. 
My mother’s intimate friendship with the old- 
their similar tastes as to 
candy and fiction, the gratification of which 
I often helped to supply as messenger boy 
back and forth, followed by occasional social 
and business relations in later years, have 
made them loom largely in my thoughts of 
those early days, so that I can not help dwell- 
ing somewhat upon the name as I come to it 
in my notice of the neighborhood. At any 
rate it was with great interest that I found 
the other day, in the Library of Congress, a 
volume from Mr.

press of the early years of the century, arti- 
cles which had been reprinted in pamphlet 
form, and which would well repay fuller 
treatment, but redlly lie too far outside of 
the scope of tii: nopcor.

ae EAR the Fendall residence, to the east, 


~ " is.the house where I first remember the 
Sunderland family. Later, the congregation 
of the First Presbyterian: church bought a 
‘parsonage on C street and there was Dr. 
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faithfulness to his special work with a broad 
interest and effective activity in public mat- 
ters. The list of his published sermons, lec- 
tures and addresses, in the catalogue of the 
library of Congress, might be used as a sug- 


gestive guide to the study of the progress, 


of thought and action in America during 
those vears. He came to Washington in the 
prime of his young manhood, and he gave his 
powers freely to the support of the best 
things, in church, in city and in the nation. 


There must have been an element of 
poetic enthusiasm and zeal for social and 
political, progress in his parents, to account 
for his given name, Byron. Very few people 
are living who ‘can remember the ‘‘Byronic”’ 
enthusiasm of the early and middle nine- 
teenth century. Byron’s poetry came upon 
the English-speaking world like the dawning 
of a new day. It completely effaced for the 
time the popularity of Walter Scott, because 
while Scott made the past to live before the 
minds of his generation, Byron painted a sun- 
rise picture of the ideal; and all the forward 
looking spirits of the time hailed him as their 
prophet. Without pausing to give my opin- 
ion of the reasons for the comparative neg- 
lect of Byron’s writings now, I wish to recall, 
‘if I can, the state of feeling which led many 
people to name children for him, as it led 
young versifiers to imitate his poems, and 
even affected fashions of dress; so that young 
men wore so-called ‘‘Byronic’’ collars. Not 
a few enthusiastic Americans followed him, 
in sympathy, in his romantic effort to assist 
the struggling Greek nation to free itself 
from the tyranny of the Turk.  Halleck’s 
‘“‘Marco Bozzaris’’ was a favorite declamation 
piece in my school days; and Bryant’s poetry 
shows the same influence of Byron’s ad- 
vocacy of the cause of Greece. 

Not to make more words on this theme, I 
have always felt, in thinking about Dr. Sun- 
derland, that his gjven name had something 
to do with some of his most winning quali- 
ties. He had a strong bent toward versify- 
ing, and my first distinct memory of his per- 
sonality is of hearing him read an extended 
poem called ‘‘Mistakes’’ (which also may be 
found in the Library of Congress) at an an- 
niversary occasion of the two literary socie- 
ties of Columbian college. That he had also 
a strong bent toward progressive thought 
and action is evident from the fact that he 
ardently supported the position and _ the 
views of the new school branch of the Pres- 
byterian Church. When the “time that 
tried men’s souls’’ came, and men of public 
responsibility in all professions were com- 
pelled to make plain their position on the 
issues which were driving the country into 
civil war, Dr. Sunderland was outspoken in 
advocacy of national unity end freedom. 


§ this matter was in every one’s mind and 
on every one’s tongue in those days, so 
that even younger children than I could not 
escape the infection, I trust I will be excused 
if I introduce an incident of very intimate 


personal interest, because it illustrates more — 


clearly than anything else I can think of-the 
manner in which that great issue presented 
itself to men whe were not politicians, but

Real Kings and Queens 
that produced something. Real Thor- 
oughbreds. If there had been a scrawny 
one and an outcast in the breeding he 
had been discarded at home and not 
allowed to enter the Arena. It was not 
like human Royalty where they use 
them whether they are fit or not. These 
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whence it came, because the spirit had gone 
to God who gave it, it was a matter of 
course, in regard to which there was. no 
room for doubt, that Dr. Sunderland, and he 
only, must be asked to say the words that 
should be spoken at the funeral. He dis- 
charged the task with the delicacy and ear- 
nest feeling which we confidently expected 
from him, and the following extract from 
his address describes an incident which re- 
veals the character of both men and throws 
light upon the feeling of such men in the 
sreat crisis of 1861: 

“It was the 19th of April, 1861, when the 
Massachusetts troops were fired upon by a 
mob in the streets of Baltimore. The dafly 
prayer meeting (the union interdenomina- 
tional meeting continued from the revival 
of 1857) was then held at the Baptigt church 
on FE street. At 5 o’clock in the afternoon 
the people began to assembly. A half dozen 
ministers met at the doors of the church and 
it was proposed by two of them that we 
should proceed to the White House in a body 
to remonstrate with the President against 
further proceeding in the conflict. Dr. Noble 
then rose up to his full height and declared 
that so far from accepting the disloyal sug- 
gestion, we should enter the church and en- 
gage earnestly in prayer to God to uphold 
the President’s hands in the fearful work 
before him. In we went at the word. and 
soon he was leading us to the throne of 
grace. Such a prayer, I think, I never heard 
before nor since. His face was white with 
an unearthly shining; he seemed to take hold 
by his faith on the very rafters of the sky. 
Sometimes we almost felt that the roof would 
be lifted from the church. It was a marvel- 
ous prayer. When he had-done he was fol- 
lowed by others, and the hour went by, and 
still the spirit of importunity, rose up to 
heaven. It was late when the meeting closed. 
but the proposed visit to President Lincoln 
was never undertaken.’’ . 

In the hearts of many Washington people 
Dr. Sunderland’s memory will always be as- 
sociated tenderly with that of his daughter 
Laura, who became a much loved and effi- 
cient leader in good works, especially those 
of Christian charity. There are rumors that 
the old First Presbyterian church is at last 
about to yield -to-the pressure of the west- 
ward tendency, and its congregation to try 
to renew its life in what seems, from the 
point of view of its historic location, a re- 
mote corner of the city. Would that:in some 
way it might be brought to pass that a me- 
morial to Byron Sunderland might be placed 
near where he stood, so many years ago, tes- 
tifying to thé Christian faith in which he be- 
lieved and promoting by his eloquence and 
loyal support every measure for social ad- 
vantage. Such a citizen is quite as worthy 
of such commemoration as are some of the 
warriors whose bronze equestrian effigies 
adorn our parks. and avenues. 
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LITTLE further down Indiana avenue was 

the brick residence of Mr. Morrison, the 
bookseller. His story has been already men- 
tioned as, in connection with Ballantyne’s on 
Seventh street, one of the two chief represent- 
atives of the business at that time. It was on 
the north*side of the avenue, between Third 
and Four-and-a-half streets, if I remember 
correctly; and was a book store of the type 
which by the spirit of its management and the 


arrangement of the stock, invited its patrons’ 


to the leisurely looking over of books new and 
old. This most excellent quality led to a 
tragical incident, which, however, gave occa- 
sion for a revelation of the high character of 
Mr. Morrison. 
much esteemed in Washington was examining 
the books displayed on a table near the en- 
trance of the store, and was seen by a clerk 
who did not know him'to slip a small volume 
under his coat as he went out. Naturally, but 
most unfortunately, the clerk followed. the 
gentleman, laid hold of him on the street and 
gave him into the hands of the police, accus- 
ing him of attempted theft. Mr. Morrison, as 
soon as he learned what had occurred, has- 
tened to the police court, formally. refused to 
prosecute the case, assuring the police judge

As I stand be- 
fore that corner, however, the two solid 
brick buildings disappear and I see distinctly 
the school, the bell it was so proud to be 
allowed to ring, and the playground with its 
happy groups of boys.

the shining morning face. The walk to 
school may have been more deliberate than 
when like Whittier’s boys ‘In School Days,’’ 
‘we went storming out to playing;’’ but 
there was no ‘‘creeping like snail,” unless I 
have entirely forgotten. I have none but 
pleasant memories of that old school. Next 
to home in my affections was that plain little 
building, with good Mr. Wight and the group 
of schoolmates, all dear to imagination, 
though but few are clearly remembered. It 
was a great delight, a few years ago, to meet 
in New Jersey one of these old schoolmates, 
Mr. Wight’s son, the little boy with whom 
I played marbles in the old school yard, be- 
cause his father forbade him to play ‘for 
keep,’’ and he was able to coax me to play 
with him ‘‘for love.”’ It was not easy to 
recognize the little boy whom I remembered 
in the tall gray-headed gentleman I met; 
and he, too, has joined the “innumerable 
caravan” since that evening in Montclair. 
We used'to play ‘“‘prisoner’s base’’ and other 
games that needed more space than the 
school yard, in the wide place formed by the 
junction of Indiana avenue, Third and D 
streets, where now the statue of Albert 
Pike stands, and where then there was no 
pavement, but a wide expanse of reddish 
yellow dirt.

HE two distinguished representatives of

Of the career of Ulric Dahlgren, or “Ully.’”’

OF ALASKA RANKS HIGH 
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“The ancient inhabitants of the Bering sea 
coasts and islands, who developed the ‘fossil 
ivory ‘culture,’ reached a degree of industrial 
differentiation and art so high that we Lave 
nething to compare with them in America 
except among the:more highly developed 
tribes of the Northwest coast and those of 
Mexico, Yucatan and Peru.’”’ That is one of 
the conclusions reached by Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, 
anthropologist of the Smithsonian institution, 
as a result of his exploration of Alaska lust 
summer for the bureau of American eth- 
nology... ; 

‘‘We can not’ be sure yet who these people 
were,” said Dr. Hrdlicka, ‘though it is prob- 
able that they were the ancestors of ,the 
present. Eskimo or Indian or both. However, 
there seems to be a distinction between their 
art and that of the Eskimo of today. The 
outstanding characteristic of the former is 
their mastery of form and line in-curves; of 
the present day Eskimo it is the geometric 
design, with the drawing and carving of 
animals in their natural] form. ; 

“This might indicate that some other 
people were responsible for the older culture. 


sBut.when we examine the skeletal remains, 


there is no indication that any other people 
except Eskimo and Indian lived in these 
regions at any period thus far represented in 
the collections. 

“The area over which evidences of the cld 
culture are found is very extensive. Traces 
of it are found far down the American coasts. 
But it is not certain that it was actually prac- 


_ ticed everywhere along these coasts. In those. 


parts of the world one of the most striking 
phenomenon ig the evidence of extensive 
trade carried on in implements and otter 
on 
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the Kobuk river a mountain called Jade 
mountain. It was early known to the Indians 
and the Eskimo of the river and its green 
stone was made into adzes, drills, Knives, 
lamps and other objects. Though this is the 


“sole source of the green stone, objects made 


of it occur all the way from Barrow and Point 
Hope to Seward peninsula, the Asiatic coast, 
Lawrence. and down to 
Nunivak island, | 

“Similarly one finds the highly decorated 
objects of now fossil ivory on the Diomedces, 
the St. Lawrence, the Asiatic coast, Seward 
peninsula, and from Barrow again down to 
Nunivak island and possibly much farther. 
The designs seem t® connect with the char- 
acteristic art of the Northwest coast. The 
indications would seem to point to the old 
ivory culture having been central in north- 
western Asia whence it spread by trading 
along the American coasts.”’ 

The Alaskan Eskimo, according to Dr. 
Hrdlicka’s conclusions from a study of ‘he 
skeletal material collected, is by no means the 
highly differentiated Eskimo of Labrador and 
Greenland. He often approaches, cccasjon- 


‘ally to the point of identity, on the one hand 


the Asiatic and Mongoloid types of people, 
and on the other, the American Indian, more 
particularly those of Alaska and the North- 
west coast. ’ ; 

“With the evidence now in our hands there

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army of the Potomac from McDowell to 
Meade, through all the discouraging experi- 
ences of that army before Grant was sum- 


moned from the West to take over its com 
mand. Soon after Burnside was put in con- 
trol. in November, 1862, it was learned tha! 
Fredericksburg was not very strongly &gar- 
risoned, and Dahlgren was ordered to lead a 
cavalry raid into the town and conduct a 
reconnaissance between that and Acquia 
creek. He carried out the affair brilliantly 
with a small force of about a hundred, and 
brought 35 prisoners back to camp. He so 
commended himself to his various superiors 
that he was frequently cited and promoted 


“until at Gettysburg under Meade he served 


as colonel of cavalry, though still less than 
21 vears old. Thus far he had been fortunate 
in escaping wounds; but during a night march 
in the pursuit of Lee’s retreating army after 
Gettysburg, he suddenly said to a companion 
officer: ‘‘Well, I have got it at last.” An 
enemy bullet had struck his foot; and he rode 
on, not believing it to be a serious matter. It 
grew steadily more and more serious, how- 
ever, till he was obliged to return to Wasbh- 
ington, where, at his father’s home on Four- 
and-a-half street near the church, he lay for 
many weeks, suffering under surgical treat- 
ment which culminated at last in the amputa- 
tion of the foot. One would have though! 
that this would have naturally been the end 
of his active service; but Ulric was not that 
sort of a boy, for he was yet only a well- 
grown boy. 

As soon as it was physically possible he 
joined his father, who was then in command 
of the fleet blockading Charleston harbor and 
attempting to reduce its fortifications; and in 
February, 1864. he was again with the Army 
of the Potomac in Virginia. From this point 
on the story is one of the saddest tragedies of 
that tragical time. The who North was just 
then intensely wrought up over the reported 
needless sufferings of the prisoners of war, 
especially at the Libby and the Belle Isle 
prisons at Richmond, as well as that at An- 
dersonville, Ga. It was quite natural and 
wholly consistent with his character for Dahl- 
gren to form the plan of leading a raiding 


party, which should make its way around the 


camps and entrenchments of Lee’s army, to 
Richmond, and release the, prisoners, It is 
easy to understand how such a young man as 
Ulric Dahlgren, barely of age, gallant and 
enthusiastic .to the verge of recklessness, 
should form such a plan. 

It is not so easy to understand how his su- 
perior officers should have authorized it and 
should have sent this crippled boy on what 
seems now so plainly an impossible enter- 
prise. It was authorized, however, and the 
command of the raid given to Gen. Kil- 
patrick, one of the highest and best cavalry 
officers of the Union army. The details of 
the raid and its outcome are involved in in- 
extricable confusion; and it is not for one of 
absolutely no military experience to attempt 
to untangle them. What follows, however, is 
undisputed, Dahlgren was detached from 
Kilpatrick, and was in command of the small- 
er division of’the force, the two commands 
were to approach Richmond by different 
routes and to unite for the attack at an 
agreed rendevous. Some misunderstand- 
ing somewhere resulted in a failure to con- 
nect. It would have been wild recklessness 
even beyond Dahlgren’s daring to attempt 
with his smaller part of the force the sur- 
prise and capture of the city; and after wait- 
ing and searching for Kilpatrick as long as 
he dared, there was nothing for the young 
officer to do but to try to lead his troop 
back through Lee’s lines to safety. The out- 
come was what would naturally be expected. 
After a Jong, wearisome march through the 
forests, skillfully avoiding contact with the 
enemy, crossing two rivers, in both of which 
cases the gallant boy sent all his command 
ahead and waited till they were safely over 
before attempting himself to cross. They be- 
gan to be'annoyed by enemies ambushed in 
the wocds. In one of these affairs Ulric was 
fatally shot. The company had moved for- 
ward and was engaged with the enemy, so 
that there was no effort made to rescue their 
colonel’s body; and, indeed, the whole com- 
pany, instead of assisting at the release of 
their comrades in the Richmond prisons, were
